“* As there is nothing which I have 
fo much at heart as to fee fome amica- 
ble terminition of our unhappy dif- 
putes with America, I take the liberty 
of troubling you once more with fome 
propofitions of pacification, adapted, 
as nearly as I can judge, to the prefent 
fate of things. When the obtaining 
a revenue was the profeffed object, as 
it was the only objeé& profetted lat 
year, I then offered to the Houfe, with 
great deference, my fentiments upon 
that fubject, and drew up a plan fora 
letter of requifition, according to the 
accultomed and conftitutional mode, 
and fuited, as nearly as I could judge, 
to the nature of our connexion with 
the colonies. To this pian of contri- 
buting freely upon requifition America 
has again diclared her aflent, in the 
Petition to the King which I moved 
to have laid before you the other day. 
That petition has been ungracioufly 
difmiffed, withour notice or anfwer, 
though iteantains every thing that this 
country dematids from America. There 
18 ‘upply upon requifition, if you will 
have it. No, fays the nuble Lord at 
the head of the Treafury, we are ready 
to difpenfe with the confideration of 
fuyply, but our authority has been ine 
fulted, We mutt have fatisfafiion for 
that. _ Then fay what fatisfastion for 
the point of honour you would have ; 






for the petition to the King goes be- 
forehand with your demands in that 
point too. They afk for no terms of 
reconciliation inconfittent with the dig 
nity of this country. What can they 
fay more? There is fupply offered, if 
you will have it. There is fatisfaétion 
offered to your honour, if you will put 
them to the teft. 

“* Sir, as [ take the ground of my 
Propcfitions for pacification from the 
petition of the General Congrefs to the 
King, I beg that it may now be read ;””

Pe The Houfe having heard this moft 
dutiful and affeGtionate petition to the 
King from their fellow-fubjeé&ts in 
America, humbly fupplicating his Ma- 
jzfy to become the mediator of peace 
between them and their parent-ftate, 
hope that this, added to all the remem- 
brance of our former friendthips, to 
all the ties of confanguinity, and deri- 
vation from one common ftock, by 
which we claim a joint inheritance and 
equal right, to peace, liberty, and 
fatety, will carry fome favourable in- 
fluence upon the heart of this Houfe ;_ 
and above all, I truft, that a compafe 
fonate fellow feeling forthe diftrefs of 
our American brethren, furrounded by 
all the horrors of war and defolation, 
added to. the gloomy confideration that 
thefe evils may not be far from our 
own gates, will difpofe this Houle to 
feek, with a willing mind, the ref- 
toration of peace, as the only means 
to prevent the further effufion of 
blood, and to avert thofe endlefs 
calamities, and thofe ruinous convul- 
fions, which threaten every part of 
thefe dominions.

fpirit of peace which breathes through 
every line of it. ani as a merited re- 
turn for that confidential and refpec&t- 
ful deference, by which they refer im- 

licitly to his Majetty's wifdom and 
juftice the mode and terms of accom- 
modation, declaring, in the moft un- 
referved manner, ay notwithftand- 
ing all their fufferings, they retain too 
tender a regard for the kingdom from 
which they derive their origin, to re- 
queft fuch a reconciliation as might 
in any manner be inconhllent with her 
dignity or welfare: and that his Ma- 
jefy will find his fanhtul fubjeéts in 
fimerica ready at all times, as they 
have eves been, with their lives and 
forthnes, to affert and maintain the 
rights and interefis of his Majeity 
and of their mother country. Theie 
are the united words of North Ame- 
rica; and furely, Sir, they contain 
every compliance and conceffion which 
can he demanded of them frem this 
countcy. 

‘dt is upon thefe grounds that the 
propoials,, which wiil be referred to 
your confideration to-day, are co4- 
ftrugted. As 1 made a propofal lat 

ear for an accommodation of our un- 
an difputes with America, upon 
the prounds on which they were thin 
declared to ftand by the noble Lord 
a: the head of the Treafury, viz. 
that of raifing a fubftantial revenue, 
T could wif) to add a fupplemental 
word, and to endeavonr to mect the 
difficulties in which we are now de- 
¢lared to be involved, upon the new 
ground which the noble Lord has 
this year taken, by his declaration 
that revenue is not the prefent objeé, 
and that we would now make peace 
with America without any other con- 
fideration than a juft and honourable 
reparation to our authority, for thofe 
affronts which it has fuftained in the 
courle of that reiiftance to which the 
Colonies have been fo im, rudently 
drivens The noble Lord’s words, at 
the beginning of the feflion, were to 
this efiect, Wou'd tc God, that all 
things were in the fame ftate in which 
they were in 1763: I wili endeavour 
to jom iffue. with him upon thofe 
terms ; for though I think, tha: the 
Miniitry of tvis county have been at 
all times the aggreflois, yet, for the 
xeftoration of peace between the two 
nations, I think it not unreafonable 
to expe from America fome coucef- 
foo to the nations! honour of this 
soumtry. It muit be a:knowledged, 


in jultice to the Americans, that they 
have offered before-hand, and of their 
their own motion, to make any rea- 
fonable facrifice to the national digs 
nity, I thall take them at their word, 
and I think myvelf entitled, under 
their Own declaration, to offer what, 
I tope, will appe-r to be no more 
than terms reafonable im themfelves, 
This offir, from them, to make any 
reafo able conceffion to the national 
honour, is a tull proof of their fin- 


cere défire foF peace. The jultice of 


this vation, on the other hand, I. am 
fure, wil} not require of them eny 
fuch concefhions, for the fake of a 
treacherous peace, as thay hereafter be 
incenfftent with teir national liberty 
or fafety. 

‘*f fliould naturally proceed to fate 
the propofit'on of accommodation, but 
J mutt trefpais upon the Houle for a 
few ;relim nary words on the fubje& 
of rvenue; for, notwithftanding the 
noble Lora’s declaration in the begins 
ning of the feffion, I fied that a hane 
keiing after a revenue ftiil lurks in 
our heart.’ You may have that res 
venue, if you wiil receive it in a cons 
{iitutionsl way ; otherwile than that, 
you never will, nor ever ought to 
have it. Even if you could make out 
your right to tax America, yet juftice, 
which 1s above all rights, requires 
that you fhould abandon that fuppofed 
right. Jt is the prerogative of the 
Commons of Eagland to give and 
grant by their own reprefentatives, 
‘The Commons of Ireland poffefs the 
fame picrogative. The Commons of 
America have ever enjoyed the fame, 
Had every thing been the direét cone 
trary, that even the right of taxing 
unepreiented America had been un- 
difputed, and the exercife cuftomary 
and sotorious 5; I contend, that, wheg 
the oppreflion and grievances of unre- 
prefented taxation had been laid betore 
the Parliament, it would have been 
their bounden duty to have reéified 
their confitutions to our own model, 
}f we boaft that taxation by reprefen- 
tation is the prerogative blefling of our 
own conftiiution, seafon and jultice 
demand that we fhould have given the 
fame to every part of the empire, and 
that we thou'd meafure out to others 
as we have meafured cut for ourfelves; 
for reaion and juftice are above al 
human rights. That. government, 
which maintains its’ own felf-interelted 
claims upon its own fubjeéis contiary 
to the Jaws of rcafon and juftice, 1 
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no better than fpecious tyrrany, A- 
merica afks no more than the continu- 
ance of thofe privileges which they 
have always enjoyed, They offer to 
this country their lives and fortunes, 
when the. requifition is laid before 
them in the conftituional way, The 
fame offers are very -particularly ex- 
preffed by the feveral colonies of New- 
York, New-Jerfey, Philadelphia, and 
Virginia, in the courfe of their pub- 
lic declarations during the laft ium- 
mer; therefore, the readinefs of all 


America to contribute their preper pro-- 


portions in a conftitutional way, 1s 
beyond difpute, It is the greateft in- 
iehice and traduétion of the colonies 
to accufe them of backwardnefs to con- 
tribute, or not to give them the merit 
of their inceffant offers for the future, 
whenever cailed upon ina conftitutional 
way. 

‘* However, [ fhall not enlarge upon 
the doétrine of requifitions in contraft 
with compulfory taxation, but I thall 
leave that upon the footing on which 
T endeavoured to ftate it on the draught 
of a letter of requifition, in our de- 
bates of the laft year, and come to the 
maain object of the motion, which I 
fhall have the honour of offering to the 
Houfe this day, of drawing out fome 
line of accommodation, by which fa- 
tisfaétion can be made to the honour 
of this country, and that the colonies 
may be reftored to their condition in 
1763, according to the noble Lord’s 
own propofal. If there be, on the 
part of Adminiftration, any fincere de- 
fire of peace, I will endeavour to join 
iffue with the noble Lord, and to offer 
terms of accommodation, by which, 
if the miniftry will confent to replace 
America to their ftate in 1763, I hhall, 
on the other part, propofe that America 
fhall give full fatisfaction to the point 
of honour ; and [ think myfelf autho- 
rized to engage for every thing that can 
in reafon be required from the Ameri- 
cans, under that declaration in their 
petition to the King, that they do not 
even with for reconciliation, notwith- 
ftanding all their diftreffes, upon terms 
inconfiftent with the dignity of Great 
Britain. Taking my - ground from 
this declaration, ] Mhall propofe a recog- 
nition, not io words, but in fa&, which 
fhould effe&lually replace the authority 
of this country (be it more or lefs, 
without. any invidious line drawn) 
where it was in 1763. Theteft, which 
} thall propofe, will be the regiftering 
fome att of parliament by the affembly 


of each province, fuppofing the a& of 
parliament in view to be formed upon 
principles of juftice, and iuch as the 
colonies would have received with a 
filent and thankful compliance in 
1763. 

*¢ Allrecognitions in words being un- 
avoidably both invidious and infidious, 
a teft bringing no line of authority or 
obedience into queftion, would be the 
only fafe propofition. The Americans 
fhall be as they were in 1763, if the 
will likewife admit an a& of teft, fuc 
as they would not have had the leaf 
fcruple to have admitted in 1763. Let 
us throw a veil over all the theoretical 
difputes of the rights of fubjeéts, either 
as colonifts, or as men at large; let 
us not difcufs the rights referved, or 
fuppofed to be referved, at their emi- 
gration, whether tacitly or explicitly ; 
let mutual conceflions on both fides 
bring the two parties together ; let the 
Americans be replaced where they were 
in 1763, if they will admit and regif- 
ter in their aflemblies, fuch an a&t of 
parliament as they themlelves thall cone 
fefs that they would have admitted in 
1763, It is not an unreafonable re- 
queit to make to America, that they 
fhould treat an aé& of parliament, flow. 
ing from principles of general huma- 
nity and juftice, with a different recep- 
tion to what has been given to acts of 
grievance. 

‘It is certainly dangerous to difturb 
queftions of the rights and extent of 
empire or obedience, becaufe, after 
that, even aéts of acquiefcence may be 
conftrued to involve hazardous con- 
ceffions, fuppofed to be included in the 
principles which have been brought 
under conteft. But in the ftate of hu- 
man affairs, we muft not always be too 
{crupulous. Something mutt be given 
up for peace. A civil war never comes 
too late. Let the Americans take their 
fitvation as it was in 1763, for better 
and for worfe. In the prefent mifera- 
ble profpeét of things, that is a fair 
and equitabie bargain. The object of 
the a& of parliament to be propofed to 
America, may be perhaps in the event 
the abolition, but at prefent ¢an only 
be confidered as the firft ttep to correét 
a vice, which has fpread through the 
continent of North America, contrary 
to the laws of God and man, and te 
the fundamental principles of the 
Britih conftitution. That vice is fla- 
very, It would be infinitely abfurd to 
fend aver to America an aét'to abolith 
avery at ong word, becaule however 

repugnant 
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repugnant the pra&ice may be to the 
Jaws of morality or policy, yet to ex- 
pe! an evil which has fpread fo far, 
and which has been fuffered for fuch 
a length of time, requires information 
of facts and circumftances, and the 
greateit difcretion, to root it out ; and, 
moreover, the neceflary length of fet- 
thng fuch a point, would defeat the 
end of us being propofed as an aét 
of compromife to fettle the prefent 
troubles; therefore, the aét to be pro- 
pofed to America, as an aufpicious be- 
ginning to lay the firft ftone of uni- 
verfal ‘liberty to mankind, fhould be 
what no American could hefitate an 
inftant to comply with, viz. That every 
flave in North America fhould be en- 
titled to his trial by jury in all cri- 
mina! cafes. America cannot refufe 
to-accept and enrol fuch an a&t as 
this, and thereby to re-eftablith peace 
and harmony with the parent - ftate. 
Let us all be re united in this, as a 
foundation to extirpate flavery from 
the face of the earth. Let thofe who 
feek jultice and fiberty for themfelves, 
give that jultice and liberty to their 
ellow-creatures. With refpeét to the 
idea of putting a final piriod to fla- 
very in North America, it thould feem 
beft, that, when this country had led 
the way by the aét for jury, each Co- 
lony, knowing their own peculiar cir- 
xumitances, fhould undert.ke the work 
in the moft praéticable way ; and that 
they fhould endeavour to eftablifh fome 
fyitem, by which flavery fhould be in 
a certain term of yeais abolithed.— 
Let the only contention henceforward 
brtveen Great Britain and America 
be, which fhall exceed the other in 
zeal for eftablifhing the fundamental 
rights of liberty to all mankind. 

© Sir, before I make my motions, 
T will jut give you a breviate of them 
in the order in which I fhall offer them 
to the Houfe. They fpeak for them- 
felves. The firt is for a fulpenfion 
of arms during the treaty of pacifi- 
cation ; for how can men deliberate 
with the bavonet at the breaft. How 
can they treat with freedom while «heir 
towns are facked, when daily inftances 
of injuftice and oppreffion difturb the 
flower oprrations of reafon.—The fe- 
cond is, to reftcre the right of eleéting 
an Aff mbly and Council to the co- 
Jony of Maffachuiets Bay, whofe char- 
ter you have confiicated. As I with 


to a& the part of a mediater, to foften 
matters between irritated parties, and 
hot to require any conctflions. that 
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might even be thought too humiliating, 
I have been very cautious in this fe- 
cond motion. Thinking as I do, that 
this country (I fhould fay the Miniftry 
of this country) has been the aggreffor 
in every-thing, I might move for a 
total repeal of the charter-aé&t; but, 
inftead of that, I fimply afk for no 
more than is abfoiutely neceffary to 
proceed by mutual conceffions; by 
putting the profcribed colony into a 
capacity of reconciliation, Give them 
an Afiembly and Council, and, when 
they have regiftered the a& for jury 
to flaves, Jet not only the charter-aé& 
be ipfo facto repealed, but all other 
aéts fince 1763.—Thefe are my third 
and fourth motions.—Let there be no 
ambiguity ; let every thing be definite, 
When your authority is replaced as it 
was in 1763, let the Colonies likewife 
be replaced as they were in 1763, 
without equivocation or abatement. 
I propofe to you fair and equitable 
terme, as a difpaffionate mediator. If 
I required of you to repeal and refcind 
every act unconditionally, I might be 
thought a partizan, and not a media 
tor; but in every thing that is con- 
fitent with juftice I would with mof 
ferupuloufly to confult the dignity of 
this country. The part of a m<diator 
between a parent-ftate and its colo- 
nies, is to afford to the one an ho- 
nourable occafion of exerting its juf- 
tice and generofity, and to ceftore to 
the ovher the wifhed for opportunity 
of evincing the fincerity of their pro- 
fiffions by every teftimony of devotion 
hecoming the moft dutiful fubjeéts, 
and the moft aff: &ionate colonitts.— 
Could I but hope that you would al- 
low a plan of mutual conceffion and 
pacification to proceed thus far, who: 
would not run foremolt in an a& of 
obiivion? It would be the bieffed 
olive-branch of peace, and a feftival 
of commemoration to our lateft pofte- 
ritv.—As to my lift motion, for re- 
quifitions, it is to the fame intent with 
the draught of a letter of requilition 
which I had the honour of offering to 
the Hou'e laft year, and which, if they 
had accepted (inftead of the noble 
Loid’s compu'fory propofition ), all 
might have been peace now; for t 

Americans have again affured his Ma- 
jety, in their petition which is now 
betore you, that, whenever requifitions 
are made in the accuftomed and con- 
ftitutional way, they will be ready and 
willing, as they ever have been, with 
their lives and fortunes, to affert and 
maintain 
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maintain the interefts of his Majefty 
and of their mother-country. I have 
put it in order, as the laft refolution to 
take away every idea of conftraint, 
and to reinftate ihe Commons of Ame- 
rica in the ineltimable privilege of 
freely giving and granting their own 
roperty as the Commons of Great- 
Britain and of Ireland do, and as the 
Americans have always hitherto done, 
They never have been reluétant to con- 
tribute their full proportion to the com- 
mon defence in a conftitutional way. 

*¢ This, Sir, is the fubftance of my 
propofitions, I hope the plan may be 
thought definite, fatisfactory, and prac- 
ticable. It will be a teft of fincerity 
to both fides. —The objeéts of the plan 
are, to fupport the dignity of Great- 
Britain as the parent-ftate, to afford 
redrefs of grievances to America, to 
reftore peace to this diftraéted empire, 
and to re-unite its common interefts and 
exertions into one common caule.” 

He moved, 

*¢ That an addrefs be prefented to 
his Majetty, humbly fetting forth, that 
his Majefty’s fubjeé&ts in North- Ame- 
rica, having, in the moft dutiful man- 
ner, laid their grievances before his 
Majefty, and having sng f befought 
the gracious interpotition of his royal 
authority and influence to procure them 
relief from their afflicting fears and 
jealoufies, and having in the molt 
earneft terms declared their attachment 
to his perion, family, and government, 
with all the devotion thar principle and 
affe&tion can infpire; and having fo- 
lemnly affured his Majetty, that, con- 
neéted with Great- Britain by the ftrong- 
eft ties that can unite focieties, and de- 
ploring every event that tends in any 
degree to weaken them, they not only 
moft ardently defire that the former 
harmony may be reftored between them, 
but that a concord may be eftablifhed 
upon fo firm a bafis, as to perpetuate 
its bleffings, uninterrupted by any fu- 
ture diffentions, to fucceeding genera- 
tions in both countries; and having 
farther affured his Majefty, that, not- 
withftanding their fufferings during 
the courfe of the prefent controverfy, 
their breafts retain too tender a regard 
for the kingdom from which they de- 
rive their origin, to requelt fuch a re- 
conciliation as might in any manner be 
inconfiftent with her dignity or her 
welfare; and that, the apprehenfions 
which now opprefs their hearts with 
unfpeakable grief being once removed, 
his Majefty will find his faithful fub- 
jes in America ready and willing, at 


all times, as they ever have been, with 
their lives and fortunes, to affert and 
maintain the rights and intereiis of his 
Majefty, and of their mother-country ; 
and having, with all humility, fubmit- 
ted to his Majefty’s wife confideration, 
whether it may not be expedient that 
his Majefty be pleafed to dire&t fome 
mode by which the united application 
of his Colonifts may be improved into 
a happy and permanent reconciliation, 
his faithful Commons humbly beg leave 
tu reprefent, that however weil difpoied 
his Majetty’s fubjeéts in America may 
be, according to their mott earneft pro- 
feflions, to return to their former obe- 
dience and conftitutional dependance, 
yet that the horrors of war and biood- 
fhed raging in their countiy mult drive 
them to diftraétion and de(pair; and, 
further, bis faithful Commons beg leave 
to recommend it to his Majefly's pa- 
rental confideration, that a return te 
their duty, of their own free mind and 
voluntary compliance, would infure a 
more cordial and permanent reconcilia- 
tion, than any reluctant fubmiflion, 
which, through much bloodfhed of his 
Majelty’s fubjeéts, could be entorced 
by the {word ; therefore moft humbly 
to befeech his Majefty, that he will be 
gracioufly pieafed to give orders for 
putting a ftop to the turther profecu- 
tion of hoftilities in America, thereby 
to prevent the further deftruétion of the 
lives of his Majelty’s fubjeéts, and to 
afford the wifhed-for opportunity to 
his Colonilts of evincing the fincerity 
of their profeffions by every teltimony 
of devotion becoming the moft dutiful 
fubjects, and the moit affectionate Co-

(THERE are more good palaces at 

Florence than at Rome. 
Richardi’s palace helonged formerly 
to the Medicis, and it was there that 

Alexander the firft duke was murdered 

by his kinfman. 


The cornice of this palace is next . 


to that of Farnefe, if not equal to it, 
in the boldnefs and regularity of its 
meodillions. In it there is one of the 
beft galleries in Europe, painted by 
Jordano, 

In Conte Bardi’s palace I faw a 
baffo-relievo of Michael Angelo’s, 
confifting of three figures of wax, of 
meftimable value, reprefenting 2 Flo- 
rentine lady conducting by a bawd to 
a gallant, attended with a fervant- 
maid, Alvarez would have purchafed 
it at any rate for the King of France, 
if the Count would have parted with it. 

There are fix figures in St, Laurence’s 
Chapel of Michael Angelo’s, and, I 
think, another between the two on 
the jeft hand; but that which ,fur- 
paffes all is the Julianus, who appears 
to the very expreffion of thought. 

The choir of the chapel was done 
by Ponterno, and there is a great com- 
pa(s of defigning in it: the naked fi- 
gures are fine, but the choice was hor- 
rid; all were drawn from dead bodies 
which he kept in water, and made the 
work difpuittul, 

The Chsift of Michael Angelo, in 
the Lower Chapel of St. Laurence, 
under the new mauloleum, has been 
broken, in fome of its members, by 

Ging. Mac. June, 1776. 
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the fculptor him felf, becaufe he did 
not like it. ; 

Soldani, the fculptor, excels in bafs- 
relief and medals. 

In the Domo of Florence, the beft 
ftatue is St. James, by Sanfovini. The 
figures in clay over the facrifty are not 
amifs. 

The Domo is nobly paved with 
marble, and it is pity the choir thould 
have been made after the manner it is, 
The marble rails deftroy the propor- 
tion of the church ; and there fhould 
have been nothing about the high al- 
tar. It was Baccio Bandinelli that de~ 
figned it, and the Adam and Eve are 
attributed to him, They are not d’ol- 
timo gufto; but the little figures round 
the cornice below them are good. Zuc- 
cari painted the cupola, but not in\a 
gocd tafte; the figures below it round 
the gallery are by another hand, and 
much better, The cupola itlelf wag 
the work of another hand. The four 
ftatues on the fteeple are good, but 
the beft is by Donatelli, and is the 
fecond from the church, with a white 
head and loofe garment. Donatelli 
was a great man. The two pulpits 
of brafs are of his workmanthip. 

In the church of Santa Croce is the 
tomb of Michael Angelo, the moft.ces 
lebrated ertitt in Italy, on which is re- 
prefented the vaft genius of that racom- 
parable man by three emblematic tas 
tues of the three great arts in which 
he excelled, namely,architeCture, paint 
ing, and fculpture. Thefe are depicted 
under the figures of three women in 
avery doietul, or rather dying, atti- 
tude, as if unable to furvive the death 
of their great matter, 

Ta 
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Fn this church are alfo feveral good 
piétuies of the celebrated Bronfini’s 
painting, and fome nudities which can- 
not but offend the chafter eyes, parti+ 
cularly a naked Virgin aftér the man- 


ner of a Venus. 

But the bett pi&ture ts that done by 
Civoli, of our Saviour dying in the 
arms of God the Father, which is of 
ineltimable value. 

There are two illuftrious academies 
‘in Florence ; the Florentina and the 
Crufca. The firft is the ancienter of 
the two, and began about the year 
2570, when a few of the Fiorentine 
‘citizens ufed to mect at one another's 
houfes to debate on various fubjeés, 
and to improve the Italian language by 
reducing it io a certain ftandaid. 

About 36 years after the commence- 
‘ment of this fociety, the Cruica took 
its origin at the houle of Leonardo 
‘Salviati, who, with a view to eclipfe 
the other, invited the learned in all 
fciences to become members, and ever 
fince it has been much more illuftrious 
than the former, which was almoft 
gone to decay till Antonio Magliabecht 
Tevived it in oppofition to the Crufca, 
‘ef which he is not a member, Many 
are of both, and thofe who are not, 
are enemies, the one to the other. 

Signor Antonio Magliahechi is li- 
brary keeper to the Great Duke, and 
is fo fingularly great in the knowledge 
of books, and has fo vaft a memory, 
that he may be faid to be a library him. 
felf. He is at prefent (anno 1703) in 
‘the 75th year of his age, and as vi- 
gorous in hrs prodigious memory as 
ever he was; and may delervedly be 
called the Proenix ; for no hiftory of 
time paft, and no abfervation of iater 
ages, can’ produce fuch a miracle as 
he is, toc Rrength of memory in uni- 
verfal learniag, having read the books 
‘of ‘note tn almoft every language, and 
retaining {© perfeét a knowiedpe of 
the fubftance that is contained in them, 
that it appears a romance and an im- 
poffibility with What extent of memo- 
ry he is endued. All the learned i 
the world admire him, and correfpond 
with him; and more books have been 
dedicated to him, than ever were to 
any private man before him: and the 

reat efteem which all the learned men 
‘for almoft half a century have con- 
ceived of his boundlefs knowledge, 
and the great advantage that many 
have received from him by dire&ling 
them in the choice of nooks, have pro- 
cured him fo tran{cendent a fame, that 
fcarce any author of genius has neg- 
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lefted to acknowledge the obligations 
which the Republic of Letters owe to 
his talents and his induftry. It is in- 
credible of what ufe he is, and has 
ever been, to all the learned men ift 
Europe, in direéting them to the books 
already written upon the fubdjeéts they 
were treating upon; and his letters, 
every poft, to all places where learn- 
ing is in efteem, and to all perfons 
who confult him, are fo many in- 
ftruétive helps to his cor:efpondents, 
that the merit of the works about 
which they are employed, is, in fome 
cafes, more owing to him than to the 
authors themfelves. His whole life is 
nothing but one continual ftudy ; he 
allows but litle to Nature; a few 
hours fleep upon his books, and up 
again; fo that the night is as well 
employed as the day: a coaife diet, 
and without tabe or linen, fuffices 
him; a little wine, and a haid egg, 
are the beft of his fare. It is not va- 
nity nor affeétation that has made him 
prefer fuch a philofophical way of 
living, but the great love he has for 
learning, which he could not pro/ecute 
without bidding adieu to the rules_of 
what is called outward decorum in 
the world; and his autterity is far be- 
yond any of the ancient ghilofophers, 
or the feverc& monks of the Chriftian 
chuich. All the princes in Europe 
have heard of his fame, The Grand 
Signior is not ignorant of his extraor- 
dinary pasts, and he is doubtie/s the 
gieatelt rary alive, He was, in his 
younger days, apprenticed to a pold- 
fmith, but had fuch a love for reading, 
that he had always fome book before 
him when he was working, which made 
Carlo Daté take notice of him; and 
finding his tafte for letters, and his 
talents in literary acquirements, en- 
couraged him in the profecuticn of 
his fiudies, in which he made fo .ra- 
pid a progres, that he aftonifhed his 
patron, and was recommended by him 
to the Great Duke, as the fitteft man 
in the world to regulate his library, 
which was then in diforder. — (See 
more of this extraordinary Genius, 
Vol. XXV.) 

Lamanata, a famous architect and 
fculptor, built the fine bridge at Flo- 
rence, and the great fountain in the 
piazza. Hedied poor. The magni- 


ficent fountain at Caftello is of his 
defigning ; and a baffo-relievo before 

Acrioli’s palace is finely execused. 
Caftello is a villa belonging to the 
Great Duke, three miles from Flo- 
rence, 
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renee, where his Highnefs goes in De- 
cember. The two fountains are ad- 
mirably imagined, efpecially that of 
Tribolo, which is the moft perfe& 
piece of the kind in the world, and 
worthy the great mafter who execured 
it. The other was of his defigning 
too, but finifhed by another hand. It 
is more magnificent and more ample 
than the other, but not fo nicely 
touched. There are at this villa fine 
waterworks, and a grotto that yields 
to none in Italy. In the garden I 
was fhewn the papyrus which was re- 
moved from Pifa hither, and the In- 


dian jeffamine that came from Goa, 


which is double, and fpreads as full 


as arofe, and is the only plant of the 


kind in Europe, It is here where the 
excellent white mofcatell grows, plant- 
ed by the Great Duke. 

The Great Duke's. gardens coft him 
ag 25,000 crowns. At Florence 

¢ has a preat many flowers, and is a 
great florift himfelf. ‘The cedrate are 
in great quantities in Florence, and 
very large. At Rome they are fcarce 
and but fmall. The King of France 
could never make them grow in his 
gardens, 

It is wonderful to fee how much 
Florence is changed within thefe ten 
years with refpeé& to the liberty that 
is allowed the women, there being no- 
thing fo eommon now as affemblies 
and convivial parties at one houfe or 
other, where ladies and gentlemen re- 
fort, and where they converfe with the 
fame gaiety and freedom as in France. 
Here ail that jealoufy and referve, 
which ufed to charaéterize the Floren- 
tines, are banifhed; a change that will 
in time prevent thofe private refent- 
ments, animofities, and barbarous af- 
faffinations, to which the Italians in 
general were addiéted, 

The Great Prince’s favourite is one 
Francefco, a eunuch, who, about 15 
years ago, came to Florence to fing at 
the opera, and who, by his craft and 
buffsonery, found means to infinuate 
himfelf into bis Highnefs’s good graces, 
and is the unico about him. This 
fellow has improved his time fo well, 
that he is worth 100,000 crowns, which 
he has fent to Rome. 

The Princefs, at firft, was much dif- 

teafed with the preference thewn to 
this fongfter ; but it was not long be- 
fore he took his revenge, and by his 
ill offices laid the foundation of that 
indifference and coldnefs with which 
the Prince has treated her Highnefs 
ever fince, 


The Great Duke, too, was offended 
at this mean familiarity with a min- 
ftrel, and took part with the Princefs,. 
which the Prince refented fo highly, 
that for a long time he would not go- 
near his father, nor hear any terms of: 
reconciliation, tho’ the Abbot Gondi,. 
now Secretary of State, a perfon the 
moft acceptable ta him about the Court,, 
had endeavoured to repair the breach, 
which muft fill have remained openg,. 
had not the exceffive oodnefs of the 
father condefcended to follicit the very 
man who had: been the caufe of it, to- 
be the mediator to make it up. 

The Princefs has been-married above 
fifteen years, without having a child, 
though all the images of Italy have 
been addreffed to. Moft: of her time 
is fpent with her ladies, and her chief 
ainufements are mufic and poetry. She 
once a year writes a comedy, which. 
her fervants aét at Poggio Imperiale, 

The Great Duke is fo credulous in 
religious matters, that, as I have al- 
ready obierved, he is eafily impofed: 
upon by any perfon who can counter- 
feit devotion. Not long ago there 
happened: a very ftriking initance of: 
his weaknefs in this re(peét, which for 
a while was talked of all over Italy. 

Canonico Pandolpho Ricafoli, who 

affed for a faint, and one Fauftina 

ainardi,, as great a hypocrite as the- 
other, counterfeited piety to fuch a: 
degree as to fet up. for patterns to alk- 
the town ; and having, by the feverity 
of their lives, and their pretended de- 
votion, attraéted the notice of the 
Great Duke, and obtained his fanétion, 
they foon drew. a great many young 
girls into their cave, and fhe was their 
matron, and he was their confeffor. 
In this manner they continued for fome 
time, and their fociety began to en- 
creafe amazingly ; but, at laft, one of 
the young girls, at her confeffion to a 
prieft, laid open the praétices of the 
canon, and the doétrine of his confe- 
derate, with which the prieft foon made 
the Inquifitor particularly acquainted, 
and both: were immediately apprehend, 
ed and put in: the Inquifition, where, 
after a long procefs, they died.. He 
pretended the Holy Ghoft, and the, 
that he was divinely infpired ; and 
thus they abufed the underftandings 
of thofe innocent vitims committed to 
their care, inftilling into them prin- 
ciples which made them fall eafy fa- 
crifices to his debauched Juft, and 
fan&tifying aéts of the moft abandoned 
Jewdnefs by a pretended commiffion. 
from Heaven, 
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The Great Duke thewéd me his 
jewels, which are in great numbers ; 
many rubies of a large fize, and one 
of adark-red colour very rare; two 
diamonds table cut, and the famous 
brilliant fet in a heart, the largeft in 
Europe, and appears much larger than 
the model; many topazes of a beau- 
tiful yellow, and large; but the moft 
ineftimable of ail the precious ftones 
is the great topaz, which is not fet, 
and is a fun itfelf. This, he told me, 
he had never fhewn to any-one before ; 
and it is undoubtedly the moft va- 
Juable that is yet known in the world. 

There are feveral pearl necklaces of 
6 beauty ; one, all of the fame co- 
our, gradually decreafes ip the fize of 
the pearls from the centre to the extre- 
mities ; but the two pendants for the 
ears are ineftimable pearls, gach as 
large as a Damacean plumb, 

The Great Duke’s colleétion of thells 
is the fineft in Europe, and is kept in 
excellent order by Signor Mariani, a 
mathematician, There are vat num- 
bers of al] the tribes, and fo well 
claffed that nothing can be more a- 
mufing than the innymerable fhades of 
different colouring, and the wonderful 
{chezi of Nature jn the formation of 
this part of her works. ‘There are 
fome from all the thores of the yni- 
verfe, and, befides thofe that are »o- 
lithed and kept in the palace, there is 
a magazine of thofe produétions not 
yet brought to their beauty and per- 
feétion by the affiltance of art. 

In his Highnefs’s bedchamber I faw 
@ Madonna of Carlo Dolce, and one 
of Tintoret; but the moit valuable 
room in all the palace is the Staffa ad- 
joining to the Great Duke's bedcham- 
be. which is celebrated for its moft 
incomparable frefco- paintings of the 
‘celebrated Pietro de Cortona, where 
the four ages are reprefented with all 
the advantages of fancy and art. This 
is feldom fhewn to any body; and by 
a particular a& of bounty, among 
innumerable others which | received 
from his Highnefs, was, by his royal 
indulgence and oder fhewn to meg 
with an infinite number of other cu- 
riofities which it is impoffible to recol- 
je&t. Tha: part of the apartment of 


the Great Duke, which was painted 
by Cortona, coft 25,000 crowns each 
room ; but the great room is by ano- 
gher hand. 

The Abbot Salvini is the beft tkilled 
in the languages, and chiefly in the 
Greck, of all the learned that Italy 
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can boaft; and has joined to his knowe 
ledge a becoming modefty which adds 
to the luftre of his charaéter. He has 
tranflated Homer into Tufcan blank 
veife, as Kan, Caro did Virgil; but 
it is not yet fent to the prefs, He has 
avoided all paraphrattical liberties, and 
followed the original almoft line for 
Jine, and has {ucceeded to admiration 
without lofing any of the beauties of 
the original, He has likewife tranf- 
lated Theocritus, and is now printing 
in France his Academic Diicourfes, 
and his tranflation of Anacieon, which 
is in high efteem,

Abftra& of the Bill ta promote the Re- 
fidence of ihe parochial Clergy, by 
making provifion for the more /peedy 
aud effe2ual building, re-burlding, 
or repairing Parfonage-Houfes, and 
Jor ereéling or repairing other ne- 
ceffary Buildings upon the Glebes be- 
longing thereto, 

THE preamble fets forth, that ma- 

ny of the parochial clergy, far 
want of proper habitations, are re- 
duced to refide at a diftance trom their 
benefices, by which means the parifh- 
ioners lofe the advantage of their in- 
ftru€tion and ho/pitality, which were 
great objects in the original diftribution 
of tythes and giebes, tor the endow- 
ment of churches. 

It therefoie enaéts, that, after the 
24th of June, 1777, whenever the 
Incumbent of any ecclefialtical living, 
where there is no parfonage houfe, of 
fuch houfe is become ruined and de- 
cayed, that ene year’s nett income of 
fuch living wiil not be fufficient te 
rebuild or put the fame in fufficient 
repair, fhall think fit to apply for the 
aid intended to be given by this aét, 
it fhall be lawful for him, after having 
procured a certificate froww fome {killul 
woikman or furveyor, of the ftate of 
the buildings on fuch glebe, with an 
eftimate of the materials then ftanding, 
and of the propofed buildings or re- 
pairs, to lay the fame, with an account 
of the annual income of his living, 
before the Ordinary of the diocefe and 
Patron of the living, When he has 
obtained the confent of faid Ordinary 
and Patron by a writing under their 
refpective hands, the faid Patron or 
Incumbent may borrow any fum or 
fumns of money in the manner pre- 
fcribed by this aét, fo that the whole 
does not exceed two years nett income 
after all deduétions and ulual ovt- 
; gong’s 
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goings, on mortgage of the premifes, 
or profits of fuch living, for the term 
of ar years, or until. the principal, 
interefts, cofts, and charges, of faid 
mortgage or loan, fhali be fully dif- 
charged. 

That every fuch mortgagee fhall 
execute a counterpart of the mortgage- 
deed, to be kept by the Incumbent 
for the time being ; a copy of which 
fhall be regiftered with the Clerk of 
‘the Confittory Court of the Bifhop of 


_the diocefe, after having been exa- 


mined and compared by him with the 
original ; and thall be allowed as legal 
evidence, in cafe the mortgage-deed 
fhali be‘deft:oyed, the perfon in{peét- 
ing the fame, paying for every fuch 
-fearch two fhillings and fixpence. 
The money borrowed is to be paid 
into the hands of tuch perfon as the 
Ordinary, Patron, and Incumbent, fhall 
appoint by writing under their hands. 
—~The remainder of this claufe refers 
to. the mode of laying out the money, 
the various heads of expenditure, the 
paffing the accopnts, and the difpofing 
of the furplus, if any, or repayment 
of it in dilcharge of the principal and 
intereft of the {um borrowed, 
Provided, that every ‘uch Ordinary, 
before he fhall give his confent as 
aforefaid, fhall caufe an enquiry to be 
made, and certified by two clergymen 
in his diocefe, living mear the parith, 


_of the ftare of fuch buildings at the 


time the Incumbent entered on his 
living ; and if it thall appear fuch In- 
cumbent had, by wilfui negligence, 
foffered fuch buildings to go out of 
repair, then to certify the fame to faid 
Ordinary, with the amount of damage 
faid buildings had fultained by the 
wilful negleét of fuch Incumbent, who 
fliall be obliged to pay, into the hands 
of the nominee or nominees to be ap- 
pointed under this aé, the amount of 
faid eftimate of faid two neighbouring 
clergymen, towards defraying the ex- 
pences fo incurred by faid buildings, 
rebuilding, or repairs. : 
For the repayment of the monies 
borrowed, the b Il provides, that every 
Incumbent fhal! pay the intereft arifing 
on the fame halt-yearly, as the fame 
fhall become due ; and fhall likewife 
pay fix per cent of the principal, if 
reliding fix months or more in the 
ear on fuch living; and if lefs than 
i months, eight per cent. per ann, 
till the whole prigcipal-money and in- 
terett fhall be fully paid and dif- 
¢harged ; the faid payments to be made 
half-yearly along with the faid inte- 
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reft money arifing on the fums fo bor- 
rowed. The new buildings, and other 
ereétions on fuch livings, to be infured 
by faid Incumbent. 

The Incumbent who fhall apply to 
the Ordinary for his content, fhall en- 
ter into bond with one fufficient furery, 
to the amount of the fum borrowed, 
to enfure the houfes or buildings afore- 
faid to the fucceeding incumbent, pre- 
vious to his inftitution or indu&ion. 

Every fuch Incumbent fhall alfo ex- 
ecute a bond or bonds, in the penalty 
of the fum fo borrowed, conditioned 
for the payment of the principal and 
intereft, in the manner before f{pecified, 
during the time he thali enjoy fuch 
living ; and likewife for the payment 
of fuch intereft and principal, which 
thall be growing due for the half year, 
in the cafe of avoidance of fuch living 
by death or otherwife. 

The next claufe provides for the 
difiribution of the proportions of the 
protits of fuch living, in cafe of death 
or avoidance, between the Incumbent 
fo avoiding, or the perfonal reprefen- 
tatives of the deceafed Incumbent, if 
thar thall happen to be the cafe, and 
the fucceffor to fuch living; and in 
cafe perfons fhall not be appointed, ace 
cording to the intent and meaning of 
this act, to afcertain the refpeétive 
proportions of the profits between faid 
paities, within two months after the 
induétion of the fucceffor, then it fhall 
be lawful for the Ordinary to appoint 
fome neighbouring clergyman to en- 
quire into and determine the fame. 

The next claufe transfers all the 
powers of the aét to the Ordinary and 
Patron, in the cafe of the non-refidence 
of the Incumbent, in as full and am- 
ple a manner as if the Incumbent had 
himfelf originally applied ; and obliges 
the Incumbent to comply with all the 
forms, conditions, and terms, relative 
to the loan, mortgage, payment of 
principal and intereft, penalty bonds, 


. and afcertainment of the half-year's 


profits, in cafe of death or avoidance. 

Whenever the Patron of {uch living 
fall happen to be a minor, the guardian 
of fuch minor is authorifed to tranfa& 
the feveral matters aforefaid for fuch 
Patron, who is thereby bound as if 
he had been of full age. 

Provided, that all aéts herein re- 
quired to be done, or confented to by 
the Ordinary and Patron, fhalt be done 
by the Ordinary alone, when fuch Or- 
dinary thall happen to be Patron of 
fach living. f 
And 
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And that, whenever any contro- 
verfy or difpute fhall arife, touching 
the refidence of the Incumbent, with 
‘reipeét to any of the matters contained 
in this aét, the fame hall be adjufted 
and determined by the Ordinary of the 
diocele. 

Thoughts on the Punifhment of Conviéts 
by Labour inflead of Tranfportation. 
eT HEFT, which ip civilized fociety 

incurs the highelt punifhment, a- 
mong barbarous nations, is fcarcely 
regarded as acrime. ‘Ihe goods of a 
favage confift in fo few articles, and 
thefe fo inconfiderable in their value, 
that to be deprived of them does not 
appear either a great hardfhip or a ma- 
terial injury. His but, which he rears 
in an hour, his bow and arrows, with 
which he can at all times be fupplied 
from the firft tree, and a few fkins of 
wiid animals, conftitute, if not the 
whole, at leaft the moft valuable part 
of his property. As he has never learn- 
ed to extend the idea of a rght beyond 
aétual poffeffion, and as he is able to 
re-place every thing he poffeffes in the 
fpace of a day, no violation of his pro- 
perty can ever difturb his repofe. In 
proportion, however, as mankind ad- 
vance in refinement, the objects of 
property are multiplied, the difficulty 
of acquiring them augmented, and the 
pain of lofing them increafed. 

In great and polifhed focieties, where 
the right of property has been long 
a(certained, where it abounds in in- 
finite variety, and where much time and 
Iabour are required in order to its pro- 
duétion, the injuftice of being forcibly 
or fraudulently deprived of it is felt pro- 
portionably greater ; therefore, all the 
wifdom of the legiflature is employed 
to devife fuch rules and regulations as 
fhall tye up the hands of the idle and 
indigent, and afford quiet and unmo- 
lefted poff<ffion to the proprietor. 

It is, I believe, generaliy allowed to 
be a falfe maxim in criminal law, ‘the 
feverer the punifhment, the more it mutt 
deter from the crime to which it is an- 
nexed.”” On the contrary, punifhments 
will always be found to anfwer thefe 

urpofes beft, where they are moderate 
in degree, but exaétly and unremitted- 
ly put in execution. When the punifh- 
ment is exceflive, the Judge feeks to 
evade the feverity of the law, the cri- 
minal complains of oppreffion, and the 
people follow him to the tcaffold with 
tears of pity mingled with indigna- 
tion. If it were poffible, the penalty 
ought to be fo obvioully adequate to 
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the offence, that the propriety of in- 
fséting it thould not only be felt by 
the public in general, but even by the 
unhappy object of it himéelf, 

Permit me for a moment to confider 
Thieves, Pickpockets, and all that 
race of Plunderers who ftrip men of 
their property without offering violence 
to their perions, in the light of fo 
many Bankrupts. They have become 
liable to the community for difturbing 
public order; they have become lias 
ble to the individual fufferer for de- 
priving him of his property, and for. 
fuch trouble and expences as he may 
have been fubjeéted to in the courfe of 
their profecution. Now, I would afk 
whether Government might not find, 
for all conviéts of this denomination, 
certain branches of profitable labour, 
by applying to which they might at 
length be in condition ta difcharge thete 
various obligations ? In a great com- 
mercial nation, fuch as England, are 
there not many articles of public con- 
fumption which might be advantage- 
oufly manufaétured 1n woikhoufes, by 
labourers who have éncuvred a tem- 
porary forfeiture to the public of their 
natural freedcm and independence? It 
would require little ingenuity to adjuft 
the term of their confinement to the 
various circumftances of their different 
offences. One fimple and obvious re- 
gulation would, I imagine, almoft 


. univertally apply : 


** That the deiinquent fhall be com- 
mitted to a public workhoufe, there 
to be applied to fome branch of uleful, 
Jabour, until, over and above main- 
taining himielt, he fhal) have indemni- 
fied the peifon from whom the goods. 
were ftolen, and paid all fuch expences 
as may have been incurred, in order 
to his being brought to juftice.” 

This, I am perfuaded, in all cafes 
where no violence has been committed 
in perpetrating the crime, is a complete 
and adequate punifhment. The indi- 
vidual obtains reftitution, which is all 
that equity demands in his favour. The 
offender is subjected to a certain term 
of Jaborious confinement, which is ail 
that the Magittrate ought to require by 
way of example. And as a compenfa- 
tion for difturbing the peace and order 
of Society, the public acquire the pro- 
fits of his induftry. I cannot help 


being of opinion, that this mode of 
punifhing the bulk of crimes, where 
property is concerned, wouid be pru- 
duétive of infinite ufility to the nation. 
Public executions would be more rare, 
, an 
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and therefore more dreaded. There is a 
certain ftage of obdurate profligacy, in 
the life of an Englifh Highwayman, 
peculiar to this country; and I am 
not fure that it does not arife ffom the 
frequency of capital punifhments. It 
is a fort of immortal maxim with this 
infatuated race of men, that they ought 
to enjoy the eafe and diffipation of Gen- 
tlemen, for perhaps a fhort, but an 
agreeable period, and at laft make an 
heroic exit, like others of their ac- 
quaintance and friends. Indeed, it is 
by no means inconceivable, that men 
who have been long loft to every reli- 
gious impreffion, and who have for a 
courfe of years been totally abandoned 
to idlenefs and debauchery, fhould come 
to be more fhocked at the idea of fix or 
feven years hard labour, than at the 
idea of a few moments fufferance in the 
rope. 7 

Befides, this manner of punifhing 
common crimes feems to have a mant- 
feft aptitude to reclaim the criminal 
himfelf. I have no doubt that there 
are charaéters in the world fo incorri- 
gibly depraved, that, with regard to 
them, there feems to be no other remedy 
left, but to cut them off, root and 
branch, from fociety. It may be pre- 
fumed, however, as to the bulk of 
delinquents, that habits of idlenefs 
and diffipation conftitute the mot vici- 
ous part of their charaéter. Put them 
therefore in fuch a fituation, as that 
they thall neceffarily exchange thefe 
habits for habits of labour and applica- 
tion, and you renovate and reftore 
them, if I may fay fo, ulfeful citizens 
to the community. In fhort, I fhrewdly 
fufpeét, that of the enormous number 
who die annually in England by the 
hand of the public executioner, there 
are but few in whom a courfe of this 
difcipline would mot operate refor- 
mation. 


Mr. URBAN, ; 
THE Diffenters have been compared, 
by eminent men among them- 
felves, to a rope of fand ; for as they 
admit of no tuperiority or fubordina- 
tion, but plead an equality, or that 
every man fhould be his own governor 
in fpiritual things, this levelling prin- 
ciple frequently difunites and difcon- 
certs their meafures, and will probably 
in the end utterly abolifh the D:ffent- 
ing intereft, Give them as much liber- 
ty as is confiftent with public tranqui- 
lity, fays a wile politician, and that 
very liberty will complete their diffo- 
Jation, 


The right of private judgment, 
while a man judges for himfelf alone, ‘ 
and not for another, is an inherent 
right given him by the Supreme Being, 
and of which it is not poffible for any 
human power upon earth to difpoffeis 
him ; but to fay that God has given 
every man aright to make an open de- 
claration of this judgment, and obliged 
others to make this man’s judgment a 
part of the publick, eftablithed, na- . 
tional worfhip, is what T deny; fuch 
felf-government in matters of religion 
1s a thing impraéticable in its own na- 
ture, and what E look upon as impof- 
fible for any man to prove. 

Liberty, in the true fenfe of the 
woid, when well and wifely under- 
ftood, admits of reftri&tions ; but an 
uoreftrained liberty is liberty in excels ; 
and when this excefs is carried to a cer- 
tain pitch, chaos returns again, con- 
fufion enfues: unbounded liberty fweeps 
away all religion, and, like water and 
fire, when unreftrained, produces a ge- 
neral deluge, or univerfal conflagration. 

This unreftrained or unbounded li- 
berty feems to have been the claim of 
thofe angels who Kept not their firit 
eftate, but left their old habitation. | 
This principle produced the fall of our 
firft parents, and has entailed calamity 
upon the human race; and if we at- 
tend carefully to the characters of thofe 
who eagerly maintain this doétrine, and 
zealoufly propagate principles of this 
kind, we fhall generally, I think I may 
venture to fay always, find them to 
be, of all men, moft proud and obfti- 
nate: they may, pethaps, be men of 
learning and genius, but they appear 
to want that humility which is effen- 
tially requifite in the chriftian charaéter. ' 

It therefore fhews great wifdom and 
circumfpeétion in the governors of our 
church, to keep fuch men from med- 
dling with her conftitution and difci- 
pline; for thofe who are unhappy 
through the impetuofity of their own 
paffions, always envy the peace, har- 
mony, and happinefs, enjoyed by thofe 
who fubmit to be guided by reafon and 
good government. Proud and turbu- 
lent fpirits are the great oppofers of 
human happinefs ; when in the church 
they are’troublefome, and when out of 
it, tolerable.

Mr. UrBan, , ; 
PERMIT me to communicate my 
fentiments, through the channel of 
your Magazine, on a fubje& in which 
many 
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many individuals are equally concern- 
ed ; nor let it be thought indelicate or 
imprudent, as I fhall for ever remain 
concealed. 

The extravagance and diffipation of 
my fex are juftly difapproved by every 
ferious, fenfible man ; they fcruple not 
to declare how miftrable they thould 
be with fuch partners ; yet if thefe la- 
dies happen 10 have good fortunes, 
they are always preferred to well edu- 
caied women, who have a tafte for li- 
terature and domeftic pleafuies, but 
who are not bieffed with that advan- 
tage.

without pity and averfion, as I thould 
expect to derive my principal happine(s 
in a conjugal ftate from ao intercourfe 
of minds. I have likewife been fa- 
voured with attention from the fenti- 
mental, the delicate, the tender; but 
thefe in their turn have deferted me ; 
and that for the worft of ail crimes, 
the want of money. I will pals over 
one or two of (mall fortunes, which 
were yet fufficient to maintain us gen- 
teely, to relate the pasticulars of a 
more recent lover. 

He was a widower with two little 
girls, and an eltate which brought 
him in 6ool. a year. He feemed pof- 
feffed of every viriue, and 1 encou- 
raged his addrefies. 1 was pieafed 
with the circumitance of bis having 
children, as, by my tenderneis towards 
them, I fhould have proved my af- 
fe&tion for him, and have convinced 
the world that every ftephmother is 
not unfeeling and fevere. [ deter-

As foon as he difcovered my for- 
tune was fmall, he took as civil a 
leave as poflible in fuch a cafe, telling 
me the connexion would be imprudent, 
as he had already a family ; and he 
had too great a regaid for mé to 
bring any difficulties upon me for his 
fake, My pride would not permit 
me to remonftrate, and has fince pre- 
vented my fuffering fo much as «ight 
have been expeéted on the occafion. 

He is nowmarried to a lady with 
12,000]. who has been brought up in 
a very high file. She has taken three 
additional fervants, with another pair 
of horfes for the carriage; and as fhe 
has been accuftomed to vifit Bath, or 
fome other place of public refort, every 
feafon, fhe does not chufe to relinquifh 
this fpecies of entertainment. Thus, 
ina few years, I doubt not, he will 
find himfelf in the fame predicament 
which he would have been in, had he 
behaved with honour and generolity 
to me; with this mortification, that 
there is not the leaft ‘conformity of 
fentiment, not the leait defire to pleaie.

At the fame time 
I am proud to acknowledge, for the 
honour of my fex, that there are wo- 
men of fentiment and fortune who find 
their highcft gratification in the per- 
formance of their duty: it is natural, 
it is prudent, that thefe fiould be pse- 
ferred, But the evil I compiain of 
is, the preference given to every trifling 
diffipated thing, whofe only merit, per- 

baps, 
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haps, is that of being born of wealthy 
parents. 

Happinefs is the wifh of every ra- 
tional creature; but thefe gentlemen 
miftake the thadow for the tubftance, 
and, by feeking it in externals, dread- 
fully defeat their own purpoie. If 
any of them fhould be deterred from 
a conduét fo impolitic “and injurious, 
if any amiable woman fhould be re- 
lieved from the pangs of fulpenfe, or 
difappointment, by thefe few hints, [ 
fhali be fatisfied, and fhall have reafon 
to thank my God, that I have not 
lived in vain.

Letter from Gen. Carieton to Lord 
George Germain. 

My Lord, Quebec, May 14, 1776. 
AFTER this town had veen clotely 

invefted by the rebels for five 
months, and had defeated all ther 
attempts, tne Surprize frigate, Ifis, 
and floop Martin, came into the Ba- 
fon the 6th inftant. 

As foon as that part of the 29th 
they had on board, with their marines, 
in all about 200, were landed, they, 
with the greateft part of the garrifon, 
by this time much improved, and in 
high fpirits, marched out of the ports 
of St. Louis and St. John’s, to fee 
what thofe mighty boaters were about ; 
they were found very bufy in their 
preparations for a retreat ; a few fhots 
being exchanged, the. line maiched 
forward, and the plains were foon 
cleared of thofe plunderers ; all their 
artillery, military ftores, fcaling-lad- 
ders, petards, &¢. wese abandoned, 
The Surprize, Martin, and a Province 
armed veffel, went up the siver; when 
they alfo quitted the Gafpé, and the 
armed {chooner Mary. The rear of 
the rebels have haited at Dechambault, 
and the Surprize, with the other two 
veflels, are a little upon this fide of 
the falls of Richlieu. 

This ended our fiege and blockade ; 
during which the mixed garrifon of 
foldiers, failors, Britifh and Canadian 
militia, with the artificers from Ha- 
lifax and Newfoundland, thewed great 
zeal and patience, under very fevere 
duty and uncommon vigilance, indif- 
pentable in a piace liable ro be ftormed, 
befides great lobour neceflary to render 
fuch attempts lefs praéticable. 

Notwithttanding the inclement fea- 
fon, they preferved geod health, and 

Gent. Mac. Fane, 1776. 
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their fpirits encreafed every day. A 
copy of my letter to General Howe 
will inform your Lordfhip of our fitu- 
ation to the defeat-of the rebels upon 
the 31t of December. 

For three moriths after they confined 
their operations to the preventing all 
fupplies from coming to town, and in 
bu: ning our fuburbs and fhipping ; the 
latter have almoft all efcaped, buc the 
greateft part of the fuburbs of St. Roque 
and.St. John have been burnt; the re« 
mainder was brought into town fot 
fuel, which was much wanted. 

The beginning of February the re- 
bels again attempted to enter into a 
coire{pondence by a flag of truce, en- 
couraged to it, I fuppote, by a per« 
miffion granted for the prifoners bag~ 
gage to enter the town ; but as they 
were told immediately to withdraw, 
uulefs they came to implore the King’s 
mercy, they have not fince returned, 

March the 2sth, the advance-guard 
of a party raiied by Mr. Beaujeau to 
relieve the town, was defeated; the 
ret difperfed. The 31ft it was dif- 
covered that the rebel prifoners had 
formed a plot to efcape, to feize the 
guard of St. John’s gate, and let in 
Mr. Arnold; which was effedtually 
difappointed, 

The gih of April, the rebels opened 
a battery of four guns and one howit- 
zer from the oppotite fide of the river 
St. Lawrence ; and the 22d, another 
of two guns and one howitzer from 
the oppofite fide of the river St. Charles s 
thefe were alfo intended to burn the 
town and fhipping. From both they 
fired red-hot balls. The 23d, they 
attempted throwing fome fiells into 
town from a battery on the heights 
oppofite Port St. Lovis. All thele 
batteries were much damaged by our 
artillery, 

May the 3d, about ten at night, a 
fire fhip attempted to run into the Cul- 
de-Sac, where the greateft part of our 
fhipping were laid up; but this alfo 
proved abortive, and fhe burned to 
the water's edge, without doing us 
the leaft injury. It is fuppofed they 
intended a general-affault, had they 
fucceeded in fetting fite to the fhips 
and Lower Town. 

I cannot conc!ude this letter without 
doing juflice to Lieut. Col. Maclean, 
who has been indefatigably zealous in 
the King’s fervice, and to his regi« 
ment, wherein he has colle&ted a num- 
ber of experienced good cffigers, who 
have beem very uleful. Cdlonel Ha, 

‘ milton, 
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milton *, who commanded the battalion 

of fea men, his officers, and men, dif- 

charged their duty with great alacrity 

and {pirit. The fame thing mult be 
acknowledged of the matters, inferior 
officers, and feamen, belonging to bis 
Majefty’s tran{ports and merchantmen 
\ detained here laft fall. Only one fea- 
man deferted the whole time. 

The militia, Britith a.d Canadian, 
behaved with a fieadinefs and refolution 
that could hardly have been expected 
fiom men unufed to arms. Judges, 
and other cfficers of government, as 
well as merchanis, chearfully fubmitted 
to every inconvenience to preferve the 
town; the whole, indeed, upon the 
occafion, fhewed a fpirit and perfeve- 
rance that do them great honour. 

The 47th, from Halifax, and the 
greateft part of the 29th, are fince ar- 
rived, 

Major Caldw-ll, who commended 
the Britth militia ail winter, as Lieut. 
Colonel Commandant, and is bearer of 
thefe difpatches to your Lordfhip, bas 
proved himlelf a fathtul fubjedt of his 
Majetty, and an adtive diligs nt officer. 
He, and indeed almoft every loyal fub- 
jet, ave very confiderable fufferers by 
the prefent hofile invafion.

Letter from General Carleton to Ge- 
neral Howe, 

S.4.R, Quebec, Fan. 12, 1776. 
THE sth of December Mr, Mont- 

gomery took poit at St. Croix, 
within lefs than two miles of Quebec, 
with fome fieid artillery; his heavy 
cannon were landed at Capiouge ; at 
the fame time Arnold's party took pof- 
feffion of the other avenues leading to 
the town, and prevented al! communi- 
cation with the country. The 7ih a 
woman ftole into the town with jetters 
addrefied to the principal merchynts, 
advifing them to an immediate fubmif- 
fion, and promifing great indulgence in 
cafe ef their compliance, Incloled was 
a letter to me, in very ex:raordinary 
Janguage, and a fummons to deliver up 
the town; the meflenger was fent to 
prifon for a few days, and drummed 
out. 

To give more efficacy to thele letters, 
five imall mortars were brought to St. 
Rock’s, and a battery of five cannon 
and one howitzer raifed upon heights 
within about 700 yards of the walls. 
Soon after Arnold appeared with a

white flag, faid he had a letier for me, 
but was refu(ed admittance, and order- 
ed to carry back his letter. 

‘After every preparatory ftratagem 
had been ufed to intimidate our wretch- 
ed garrifon, as Montgomery was pleaf- 
ed to cali it, an affault was given the 
31ft of December, between four and 
five in the morning, during a fnow- 
ftorm from the north-eaft. ‘The alarm 
was general : from the fide of the river 
St. Lawrence, along the fortified front, 
round to the bafon, every part feemed 
equally threatened. Two seal attacks 
took place upon the Lower Town; one 
under Cape Diamond, led by Mr, 
Montgomery ; the other by Mr. Ar- 
nold, upon the part called the Saut au 
Matelé:, 

This at firft met with fome fuccefs, 
but in the end was ftupped. A ially 
from the Upper Town, under Capt. 
Laws, attacked their rear, and fent in 
many prifoners ; Capt. M‘Dougal af- 
terwards reinforced this pariy, and fol- 
lowed the rebels into the polt th y had 
taken. Thus Mr. Arnold's corps, 
himfclf and.a few others excepted, 
who were wounded and carried off 
early, were compleatly ruined. They 
were caught as it were in a trap} we 
brought in their five mortars and one 
cannon. ‘The other attack was foon 
repulied with flaughter. Mr. Mont- 
gomery was left among the dead. 

The rebeis had on this affault be- 
tween fix and feven hundred men, and 
between forty and fifty officers, killed, 
wounded, and taken priloners. 

We had only one Lieutenant of the 
navy, doing duty as a Captain in the 
gariifon, and four rank and file, killed, 
and thirteen sank and file wounded. 
Two of the latter are fince dead.

Y letters from Vice- Admiral Siuld- 
ham, dated at Halifax, the 25th of 
Aprii laft, it appears, that on the 15th 
of that month Capt. Furneaux, of the 
Syren, one of the frigates under his 
command, teek a brigantine belong- 
ing to the rebels, which was carrying 
from Philadelphia to Charles Town, 
in South-Carolina, a company of ar- 
tillery, conlifting of a captain, com- 
miffioned by the Congrefs, and 79 
Dich, 
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men, moft of whom have fince entered 
into his Majefty’s fervice with General 
Clinton : it alfo appears, that the other 
cruizers of his fquadron had intercept- 
ed, and taken 44 merchant thips and 
veflels belonging to his Majelty’s re- 
bellious fubje&ts in North- America ; 
and that Capt. Barkley, of the Scar- 
borough, who had been fent to Savan- 
nah, in the province of Georgia, for 
provilions, had liberated 3 veflels rich- 
ly laden, which had been feized and 
detained there by the rebels; and the 
Admiral tranfmits, with the above- 
mention letters, the following account, 
which he tad received from Capt. Ty- 
ringham Howe, ot his engagement, in 
the Giafgow, with five armed fhips 
and veffvis of the rebels: viz. 

© On Saturday the 6th of April, 
‘1776, at two, A. M. Block - Ifland 
then bearing north-welt about eight 
leagues, we difcovered a fleet on the 
weather-beam, confifting of feven or 
eight {aii ; tacked and ftood towards 
them, and foon perceived them to be 
two or three large fhips, and other 
fquare rigged veffels ; turned all hands 
to quarters, hauled up the main-fail, 
and kept ftanding on to the N.W. with 
a light breeze, and fmooth water, the 
fl et then coming down before it.. At 
half paft two a large brig came within 
hail, and feemed to hefitate about giv- 
ing any aniwer, but ftill kept ftanding 
towards us; and on being afked what 
other thips were in company with her, 
' they. anfwered the Columbus and Al- 
fred, a 22 gun frigate; and almoft 
iminediat-ly a hand granadoe was 
thrown out of her top. We exchanged 
our broadfides, She then fhot a-head, 
and lay on our bow, to make room for 
a large thip, with a top light, to come 
on our broadfide, and another thip 
ran under our ftern, raked as the paffed, 
and then luft up on our lee-beam, 
whilft a brig took her ftation on our 
Jarboird quarter ; and a floop kept al- 
terng her ftation occafionally. At 
four the ftation of every veffzl was al- 
tered, as the two thips had dropt on 
€ach quarter, and a brig kept aftern, 
giving a continual fire. Bore away, 
and mide fail for Rhode-Iland, with 
the whole fleet within mufket thot on 
cur quarters and ftern, Got two ftern 
chafe.guns out of the cabin, and kept 
givifig and receiving a very warm fire. 
At daylight perceived the rebel fleet to 
confit of two fhips, two brigs, anda 
floop, and a large fhip and a fnow 
which kept to windward as foon as the 


ation began. At half paft fix the 

fleet hauled their wind, and at feven 

tacked and ftood to the S.S. W, 

We had one man killed, and three 

wounded by the mufquetry from the 

enemy.”

Cabot brig, commanded by Hopkins, 
jun. fourteen fix- pounders on the 
upper deck 5 120 men, including 
thirty marines. 

Providence floop, commanded by Hae 
zard, twelve fix pounders on the up- 
per deck; mmnety men, including 
twenty-eizht marines. 

The Glafgow had twenty guns, nine 
pounders, and 15> men. 

By letters lately received from Vices 
Admiral Young, dated at Antigua, 
the 3d of March, and front Vice- Ad- 
miral Gayton, dated at Jamaica, the 
28th of that month, it likewife appears, 
that the cruizers under the command 
of the former had feized twenty-fix, 
and thofe under the command of the 
Jat:er nine thips and veflels, either be- 
longing to or employed in carrying on

. BY letters from Capt. Dougias, of 


his Majefty’s thip the Ifis, dated - 
Quebec the 8:h and 15 h of May, re- 
ceived yefterday by Capt. Hamilton, 
late of the Lizard, who arrived from 
thence in his Majefly’s floop the Hun- 
ter, it appears that the Ifis, which 
failed fiom Portland on the rith of 
March, having fuccours on board for 
the relief of the place, made the Ifland 
of St. Peter’s on the sath of Aoril ; 
that he had from thence, with the 
greateft difficulty, made his way, pief- 
fing the thip by force of fail for fifty or 
- fixty leagues, through large ficlds of 
thick ice 3 that on the 2st of April, 
when he got clear of the ice, ‘he made 
the Ifland of Anticoftie, and the fame 
evening entered the River St. Law- 
rence 3 
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rence ; that on the goth he anchored in 

a fnow-ftorm near the Pilgrim Iflands, 

and from thence, as the ftorm cleared 

up, obferved fucceffive fmoaks from 

Cape to Cape towards Quebec ; and 

that, after various obftacles from fogs, - 
calms, or contrary winds, he arrived on 

the 3d of May near Ifle aux Coudres, 

where he was joined by his Majefty’s 

fhip the Surprize, and Martin floop, 
which failed on the 20th of March from 

Plymouth, having likewife fuccours on 
board. 

Capt. Douglas adds, that having fe- 
cured here all the French pilets, and 
every hour becoming more and more 
precious, he gave orders on the sth of 
May to Capt. Linzee, of the Surprize, 
to make the heft of his way, and give 
notice to Governor Carleton of the 
approaching relief. Capt. Linzee ar- 
rived in view of the town at fix 
o’clock the next morning ; and, after 
an(wering the private fignals from the 
garrifon, came to an anchor in the 
Bafon of Quebec, between the rebel 
battery on the Point Levi and the 
Lower Town, where'the [fis and Mar- 
tin came to an anchor alfo, very foon 
after; and the feveral detachments 
they had on board were immediately 
landed. 

Capt. Douglas further obferves, that 
the General, wifcly availing himfelf of 
the different impreffions which the arri- 
val of the thips had made on the minds 
of the rebels, marched out to give 
them battle, but that they as inftantly 
retreated ; on which Capt. Douglas or- 
dered Capt. Linzee, and Capt. Harvey, 
of the Martin floop, with a Province 
armed veffel, to proceed up the river as 
far as the Rapids, in hopes to annoy 
them in their retreat, which was at- 
tended with good effeét, as it hindered 
the parties on the oppofite fides of the 
river from joining in their flight to- 

wards Mortreal. He repvefents their 
flight to have been very precipitate, as 
they left not en'y their cannon undif- 
charged, their ammunition, {caling 
Jadders, intrenching tools, and provi- 
fions, but even many of them their muf- 
quets. 





The Surprize and Martin were far- 


ther fuccef:ful in taking an armed 


fchooner beionging ta the rebels, car- 
tying four fix-pounders, and fix three- 
pounders, hut the men efcaped into the 
woods ; they allo recoyered his Ma- 
jefly’s tchooner the Gafpee, which in 
the laft winter had fallen into the hands 


vf the rebels, and had been funk by 
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them, but was foen weighed, and found 
to be not materially damaged. 

It alfo appears, from Capt. Doug- 
las’s letters, that on the 8th of May 
bis Majefty's thip Niger arrived with 
three tranfports,- having on board the 
47th regiment, from Halifax ; and 
that on the roth, Capt. Lutwidge,’ of 
his Majefty’s thip the Triton, arrived 
with the Lord Howe and Bute tranf-. 
ports, having troops on board, together 
with the Britith Queen, Agnes, and 
Beaver vi&tuallers, trom England. 

Capt. Douglas {peaks bighly in com- 
mendation of the Caprains and Officers 
of the thips employed to carry fuccours, 
for their peifeverance and exertion in 
the many great difficulties they had te 
encounter in the paflage through the 
Gulph, and in every other part of the 
fervice. 


Authentic Papers from the Colonies, 

Philadelphia, March 29. 
In Congre/s, March 23, 1776. 

WHEREAS the petitions of thefe 
United Colonies to the K—, for 
the redrefs of great and manifett grie- 
vances, have not only been rejeéted, 
but treated with fcorn and contempt ; 
and the oppofition to defigns evidently 
formed to reduce them to a ftate of 
fervile fubjeétion, and their neceflary 
defence againit hoftile forces aétually 
employed to fubdue them, declared 
Rebellion: And whereas an unjuft 
war hath been commenced againft them, 
which the Commanders of the Britith 
fleets and armies have profecuted, and 
ftill continue to profecute, with the ute 
moft vigour; and ina cruel manner 
wafting, fpciling, and deftroying the 
countiy, burning houfes and cetence- 
Jefs towns, and expofing the helplefs 
inhabitants to every mifery, from the 
inclemency of the winter ; and not 
only urging ‘favages to invade the 
country, but inftigating Negroes to 
murder their mafteis: and whereas 
the Parliament of Great-Britain hath 
Jately pafled an A&, affirming thefe 
Colonies to be in open Rebellion, for- 
bidding ali trade and commerce with 
the inhabitants thereof, until they fhall 
accept pardons, and fubmit to defpotic 
rule, declaring their property, where- 
ever found upon the water, liable ta 
feizure and confi{cation, and enadling 
that what had been done there, by vir- 
tue of tae Roval authority, were juft 
and lawful 2éts, and thall be fodcemed ; 
from all which it is manifeft, that the 
iniquitous icheme concerted to deprive 
whem 
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them of the liberty they have 4 right to 
by the laws of Nature, and the Englith 
Conftitution, will be pertinacioufly 
purfued : it being therefore’ neceffary 
to provide for their defence and fecu- 
rity, and juftifiable to make reprifals 
upon their enemies, and otherwife to 
annoy them, according to the laws 
and ufages of nations; the Congrefs, 
trufting that fuch of their friends in 
Great Britain (of whom, it is confeffed, 
there are many intitled to applaufe and 
gratitude for their patriotifm and be- 
nevolence, and in whofe favour a dif- 
crimination of property cannot be 
made) as fhall fuffer by captures, will 
impute it to the author of our common 
calamities, do declare and refolve as 
followeth ; to wit, 

Refolved, That the inhabitants of 
thefe Colonies be permitted to fit out 
armed veffels to cruize on the enemies 
of thefe United Colonies. 

Refolved, That all fhips, and other 
veflels, their tackle, apparel, and furni- 
ture, and all goods, wares, and mer- 
chandizes, belonging to any inhabitant 
or inhabitants of ‘Great Britain, taken 
on the high feas, or between high and 
low water mark, by any armed veffel 
fitted out by any private perfon or per- 
fons, and to whom commiflions thall 
be granted, and being libelled and pro- 
fecuted in any Court ereéted for the 
trial of maritime affairs in any of thefe 
Colonies, fhall be deemed and adjudged 
to be lawful prize, and, after deduéting 
and paying the wages the feamen 
and mariners on board of fuch cap- 
tures as are merchant thips and veffeis 
fall be intitled to, according to the 
terms of their contracts, until the time 
of the adjudication, fhall be condemned 
to and for the ufe of the owner or 
owners, and the officers, marines, and 
mariners of fuch armed veffel, accord~ 
ing to fuch rules and proportions as 
they fhall agree on, Provided always 
that this Refolution fhall not extend, or 
be conftrued to extend, to any veffel 
bringing fetders, arms, ammunition, 
or warlike ftores, to and for the ule of 
thefe Colonies, or any of the inhabi- 
tants thereof, who are friends to the 
American caufe, or to fuch warlike 
fiores, or to the effeéts of fuch fettlers. 

Refolved, That all thips or veffels, 
with their tack!e, apparel, and furniture, 
goods, wares, and merchandizes, be- 
Jonging to any inhabitant of Great 
Britain, as aforefaid, which hall be 
taken by anv of the veffels of war of 
thefe United Colonies, fhall be deemed 
forfeited, one-third, after dedudting 


and paying the wages of feamen and 
mariners, as aforefaid, to the officers 
and men on board, and two-thirds to 
the ufe of the United Colonies, 
Refolved, That all thips or veffels, 
with their tackle, apparel, and furni- 
ture, goods, wares, and merchandizes, 
belonging to any inhabitant of Great 
Britain, as aforefaid, which fhall be 
taken by any veflels of war fitted out 
by and at the expence of any of the 
United Colonies, thall be deemed for- 
feited, and divided, after deducting and 
paying the wages of feamen and ma- 
riners, as aforefaid, in fuch manner and 
proportion as the Affembly or Conven- 
tion of fuch Colony fhall dire&. 
Refolved, That all veffels, their 
tackle, apparel, and furniture, and 


cargoes, belonging to inhabitants of | 


Great Britain, as aforefaid, and all vef. 
fels which may be employed in carrying 
fupplies to the Minilterial armies, 
which fhall happen to be taken near 
the fhores of any of thefe Colonies, by 
the people of the country, or detach- 
ments from the army, fhall be deemed 
lawful prize ; and the Court of Admi- 
ralty within the faid Colony is required, 
on condemnation thereof, to adjudge 
that all charges and expences which 
may attend the capture and trial be 
firt paid out of the monies arifing from 
the fales of the prize, and the remainder 
equally divided among al] thofe who 
fhall have been aGtually engaged and 
employed in taking the faid prize, Pro- 
vided, hat where any detachments of 
the army fhall have been employed as 
aforefaid, their part of the prize-money 
fhall be diftributed among them in 
proportion to the pay of the officers 
and foldiers fo employed.

Proclamation publifoed by General 
Wafbington on his taking poffefion of 
Bofton. 

ee WHEREAS the Minifterial army 

has abandoned the Town of 

Bofton, and tne forces of the United 

Colonies under my command are in 

poffeffion of the fame : I have there. 

fore thought it neceflary, for the prefers 
vation of peace, good order, and difci. 
pline, ‘to publith the following orders, 
that no perfon offending therein may 
plead ignorance as an excufe for their 

mifcondué. 
<¢ All officers and foldiers are here- 
by ordered to live in the ftrifteft peace 
and amity with the inhabitants ; and 
no inhabitant, or other perfon, employ 
edin his lawful bufinefs in the town, is 
to 


> 








to be molefted in his perfon or property 
On any pretence whatever. 

‘© If any officer or (oldier fhall pre- 
fume to ftrike, imprifon, or otherwile 
Ul-treat any of the inhabitants, they 
may depend on being punithed with the 
utmok feverity ; and if any offer or 
foldier thall receive any infuit from any 
of the inhabitants, he is to feek redreis 
in a legal way, and no other, 

«© Any non-commiffioned officer or 
foldier, or others under my command, 
swho fhall be guilty of robbing or plun- 
dering in the town, are to be immedi- 
ately confined, and will be moft rigidly 
punithed. A‘! officers are therefore 

_ ordered to be very vigilant in the cif- 

covery of fuch offenders, and report 
their names and crime to the coin- 
mandinz-officer in the town, as foon 
as may he. 

“© The inhabitants and others are 
called upon to make known to the Quar- 
ter- Mifter-General, or any of his De- 
puties, all tures belonging to the Mi- 
nifterial army, that may be remaining 
or fecreted in the town; Any perfon 
or perfons whatever, that fhall be knowa 
to conceal any of the faic fiores, or ap- 
propriate hem to his or their own ule, 
will be confidered as an enemy to Ame- 
rica, and treated accordingly. 

“€ The Sele& Men, and other Magi- 
ftrates of the town, are defired to re- 
turn to the Commander in Chief the 
names of all or any perfon or perfons 
they may fufpeét of being employed as 
fpies upon the Continental army, that 
they may bs dealt with accordingly. 

“© All officers of the Contivenial 
army are enjoined to affiit the Civil 
Magiftrates in the execution of their 
duty, and to promote peace and good 
order. They are to prevent, as much 
as poflible, the foldicrs from frequent- 
ing tippling-houfes, and ftrolling from 
their poits. Pussticuiar notice will be 
taken of fuch officers as are inattentive 
and remifs in their duy ; and, on the 
contrary, fach only as are active and 
vigilant will be intitled to future favour 
and promotion.

Letter from General Washington to 
Brigadier Generad Lord Sterling, at 
New Yirk. 

Camoridge, March 19, 1776. 
My Loid, 

6s I Am now to acknowledge the 

receipt of your favour of tite sith 


inflant,to give you my congratulations 
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upon -your appointment by the Ho- 
nourable Congrefs. If the intelligence 
is true and'to be depended on, which 
was brought hy the Gentleman to New 
York, I think with you, that we thall 
have an opportunity of fecuring and 
putting the Continent in a preity tole- 
rable pofture of defence ; and that the 
operations of the fummer’s campaign 
will not be fo terrible as we were 
taught to expe& from the accounts and 
denunciations which the Miniftry have 
held forth to the public. 

‘* Thave the pleafure to inform you, 
that on the morning of the 17th init. 
General Howe, with his army, aban- 
doned the town of Bofton without de- 
Rroying it; an event of much impor- 
tance, which mult be heard with great 
fatisfaction ; and that we are now in 
full poflefion. Their embarkation and 
retreat were hurried and precipitate, 
and they have left behind them flores, 
of one kind and another, to a pretty 
coniderable amount, among. which 
are feveral pieces of heavy cannon, and 
one or two mortars, which are fpiked. 
The town is in a much better fituation 
and lefs injuredthan I expeéted, from 
the reports I have received ; though to 
be fure it is much damaged, and many 
houtes defpoiied of their valuable fur- 
niture, 

The fleet is ftill in King and 
Nantafket Roads: where they intend 
to make a defcent next is altogether 
unknown 3 but fuppofing New York 
to be an objeét of great importance, 
and to be in their view, I mult recom- 
mend your moit firenuous and active 
exertions in preparing to prevent any 
defigns or attempts they may have 
formed to make againft it. I have de- 
tached the riflemen and five battalions 
from hence to your affiftance, which 
will be followed by others, as circum. 
flances will allow. Thefe, with what 
forces you have, and can affemble, if 
there fhould be any occafion, I truft, 
will be tuificient to hinder the enemy 
from poff-fling the city, or making a 
lodgment, tll the main body of this 
army can arrive. I am, my Lord, 
with great eftcem, your moft obedient,

its inftitution may be the more fully 
anfwered ; it being, among other ef- 
fential poirts, it 1s prefumed, totally 
incompatible with the conftituent prin- 
ciples of difcipline, that particular 
corps fhould enjoy fuperior rank, fu- 
perior pay, &c. or even fuperior pri- 
vileges, as fuch dillinétions cannot fail 
to create murmuring, difguft, difcon- 
tent, and confequently difunion, a- 
mong the troops, which muft necef- 
farily prove highly prejudicial to the 
public fervice, &c. 


SKETCH or OUTLINES. 


1. Let the Horfe and Grenadier 
Guards be reduced, their eftablith- 
ment, at leaft that of the Horfe Guards, 
being altogether unmilitary ; and let 
the duty required of them be done by 
the cavalry in rotation: or, at all e- 
vents, let fuch a body of Guards only 
be kept up, as may be thought indifi 
penfibly neceffary ; and let tuch body, 
whatever it may be, even fuppofing it 
to eonfilt of four troops, as at prefent, 
be put upon an equality, with refpect 
to rank, pay, duty, &c. In thort, let 
the Horfe- Guards, in that cafe, be 
reduced to the fame eftablifhment with 
the Grenadier - Guards; by which 
means, independent of other confide- 
rations, half the officers of the Horfe- 
Guards will neceffirily become fuper- 
numerary, and be reduced as fuch ; 
and, confequently, the officers of the 
Grenadier-Guards will be no longer 
exempt from doing any duty at all, as 
at prefent, owing to a vain etiquett’, 
or fuperiority of rank, affumed by the 
officers of the Horfe-Guards, &c. 

2. Let the Horfe-Guards Flue he 
reduced to Dragoon Guards, their pre. 
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fent pay being difproportioned to any 
adequate fervice that can be required 
of them. As, alfo, let the four regie 
ments of, Horfe in Ireland be seduced 
to Dragoon- Guards, for the fame rea« 
fons, &c. 

3- Let fix regiments of Dragoons, 
at leaft, be reduced altogether, there 
being not the fmalleft doubt but the 
feveral remaining regiments will be 
found fully fufficient to anfwer every 
neceflary purpofe whatever, when the 
nature and extent of the fervice required 
of them is impartially confidered, and 
as any particular regiment or regi- 
ments of Dragoons may with eafe be 
converted into Light Dragoons. Let 
all the regiments of Dragoon-Guards, 
after the propofed reduétion has taken 
place, as alfo as many of the fenior 
regiments of Dragoons as it may be 
judged neceflary, be termed Cavalry ; 
and let the feveral remaining regiments 
of Dragoons be converted into light 
Dragoons, and be called indifcrimi« 
nately Dragoons, &c. 

4- Let the Foot-Guards,—a corps, 
in which half the Colonels of regi- 
ments in the army originally attained 
the sank of Field-Officers, and ina 
which almoft half the Lieutenant-Co- 
lonels of Foot in the fervice have, at 
this tim’, fimply the command of coms 
paniés,— a corps, in which there is 
little fubordinat.on, confequently there 
can be but little difcipline, which is a 
fa& that has been too evidently veri« 
fied upon the diferent fervices they 
have happened to be employed within 
the courfe of the twd laft wars;—I 
fay, my Lord, let the Foot Guards be 
totally reduced, and let the duty re- 
quired of them be done by the In- 
fantry in rotation; as, independent of 
their fuperior pay and fuperior privi- 
leges, the fuperior rank the officers 
enjoy Cannot but prove extremely pre- 
judicial to the pubic fervice in general, 
and to the officers of marching regi- 
ments in particular, who are necef- 
farily called upon by their duty to 
quit their native country, to traverfe 
the ocean even at the moft inclement 
feafons of the year, to contend with 
foreign climates, to whofe baneful in- 
fluence they too often fall vidims, and 
finaliy to aét againft the enemies of 
their country ; and that too under the 
depieffing circumttances, fometimes, of 
being almoft deftitute even of the ne- 
ceffary (upport of life; whilit the of- 
ficers of the Guards, who live at their 
ea(e, within the circle of their friends 
and 
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and acquaintance, and in the midit of 
plenty and pleafure, at leatt with very 
little interruption, ‘reap, in reality, the 
fruit of others labours, and enjoy the 
reward of their fervices: it being un- 
neceflary for me to obferve to your 
Lordfhip, that there are, at this time, 
too many Colonels, and even General- 
Officers at the head of regiments, whofe 
rapid rife has been owing to the fupe- 
Yior rank they originally enjoyed, as 
being officers in the Guards, and whofe 
military fervices probably have been 
confined to the metropolis, &c. whilft 
muth older officers than themfelves, 
perhaps, who have been gradually 
trained to command, by having ferved 
in the feveral fubordinate ranks, and 
that too in a viciffitude of climates, 
and who have acquired experience by 
having been expofed to a variety of 
hardthips and dangers upon actual fer- 
vice, have the mortification to ferve 
under them as their Lieutenant-Colo- 
nels, nay, poflibly, even as their Ma- 
jos, &c. However, fhould it be 
thought indifpenfibly neceflary that a 
body of Foot Guards fhould be kept 
up, in that cafe let three battalions 
only be reduced; that is, let four bat- 
talions be kept up for the purpofes 
intended, which moft undoubtedly will 


be found fully fufficient to perform 
the neceffary duties that may be re- 
quired at the Palace, &c. and as to 
the Tower, that duty at leaft may be 
taken by the regiments of Infantry, 


&c. But, at all events, let the pro- 
motion of the <fficers in the corps of 
Guards center within themfelves, ex- 
cept in very particular inftances. In 
fhor:, my Lord, Jet the Guards be no 
longer a nurfery for Colonels of regi- 
ments, and confequently for General- 
Officers, not only to the great injury, 
as already obferved, of the officers of 
marching regiments, but alfo to the 
manifeft prejudice of the public fer- 
vice, &c, For example, my Lord, Is 
it not a moft melancholy reflection at 
prefent to think, when the nation ftands 
in fuch evident need of the fervices of 
its ableft and moft experienced Gene- 
rals, that his M fhould find it 
neceflary to employ two very young 
Major- Generals * to command in chief 





* Thefe two young Major-Generals 
have fince had the local rank of Generals 
conferred upen them ; and when all] the 
Britith and foreign troops, deftined to 
ferve in America, are arrived, they will 
command in chief two fepatate armies, 
confifting both together of between forty 
and fifty thoufand men, 
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two feparate atmies, and that too up- 
on a fervice of the higheft importance 
to the Britifh nation in its confequen- 
ces, &c, 

It is very far from my intention, 
my Lord, to caf the moft diftant cen- 
fure upon any individual member of 
any of the particular corps that have 
been the objects of my animadverfions ; 
"tis not the individuals that conftitute, 
but the conftitution itfelf of thefe corps 
that I prefume to condemn, with what 
propriety I muft fubmit to your Lord- 
fhip’s maturer judgment. I therefore 
beg leave, with all poffible deference, 
to recommend, not only as an aét of 
munificence, but even of juftice, that 
all officers, &c. that may be reduced 
in order to effe&t the propofed reform, 
may receive a proper compenfation, or 
elfe may be feconded or allowed their 
full pay, till they can be reinftated to 
their fatisfa€tion, or till they can be 
otherwife provided for ; an immediate 
expence that the extra-favings will, in 
proce(s of time, moft amply repay, &c. 

It is a maxim, I believe, in military 
policy, my Lord, that the armed force 
of a nation ought to be adapted to the 
ovjects of its deftination ; confequently, 
that the different {pecies of troops the 
te: ie any nation is compoled of, 
ought to be proportioned to the nature 
and extent of the particular fervices 
required of them refpeétively : and 
that upon this principle, it is evident, 
the armed force by land nectflary to 
be kept up for the fafety and protection 
of the Britifh empire, when the local 
pofition and fituation of its feveral dif- 
tin& and diftant territories are maturely 
confidered, ought to confift principally 
of infantry and artillery, &c. Upon 
this principle, I have already taken the 
liberty to propofe a partial redudion 
of the troops, which, I humbly ap- 
prehend, would be predudtive of a 
very confiderable faving, independent 
of other confiderations, without being 
attended with any real prejudice to the 
fervice ; and upon this principle I thall 
now beg leave to propofe a partial 
augmentation of the troops, which, I 
humbly prefume, would prove the 
means of rendering the Britifh army, 
without any addition.to the prefent 
national expence, much more tefpedt- 
able and formidable with regard to tts 
conftitution, &c. the jultnefs of which 
conclufion, I doubt not, would be am- 
ply confirmed by experience, whenever 
the Britith army, fo conflitured, thould 
happen to be called-upon to act agyinl 
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the enemies of their country, &c. — 
Therefore, to proceed; 

§. Let fifteen additional regiments 
of Infantry at leaft, or even twenty, 
be raifed and formed, &c. which the 
favings arifidg from the propoied ré- 
duétion would fully anfwer the ex- 
pence of effeéting, and which the num- 
= of non-commiffioned officers and 
private mien Feduced would very effer- 
tially contribute to the compleating of. 

And in order that the propofed aug- 
mentation may be accomplifhed with 
all poffible cecondmy, Jet the reduced 
Field- Officers and Captains, or Lieut. 
Colonels, of the Guards, be reinitated 
in their réfpective ranks in the new- 
: fevied regiments, or in the corps from 
whence the Colonels appointed to the 
New levies may be promoted. Let a 
certain number of the reduced Cap- 
tains of Dragoons, of a certain ftand- 
ing, be appointed; if defirous of it, 
Majors to tne new levies. Ip cafe any 
of the reduced Colonels, Lieutenant- 
Colonels, or Majors of Dragoons, 
fhould be inclined to ferve in the new 
levies in the fame rank, till they can 
be better provided for, let them be al- 
lowed annuities, or penfions, in the 
thean time, equal to the difference of 
pay, &c. Let the reduced Lieute- 
nants or Captains of the Guards, as 
alfo a certain number of the reduced 
Lieutenants of Dragoons, of a certain 
ftanding, be appointed Captains in the 
new levies. Let a certain’ number of 
the reduced Enfigns of the Guards, 
and of the reduced Cornets of Dra- 
goons, if defirous of it, be appointed 
Lieutenants in the new levies, with 
annuities or penfions equal to the dif- 
ference of pay, till better provided for. 
Let the young gentlemen, that may be 
appointed Enfigns in the new levies, 
be required ‘to raife ten recruits each 
at their own expence. Let a certain 
number of aétive, intelligent, well- 
behaved feijeants be fele&ed from the 
different regiments, and be appointed 
Adjutants and Quate:mafters to the 
new levies, &c. And, in order to 
complete the number of officers re- 
quired, let a. certain proportion be 
taken from half-pay: and as the of- 
ficers at this time upon half-pay muf 
neceflarily be fuppofed to have been 
long fettled, and to be at length be- 
ome in a great-meafure eliranged 
from the fervice, in order to induce 
them to follicit being appointed to the 
new levies, let it be previoufly fignt- 
ficd, (be not ftartled, my Lord, ai the 
Gent, Mac. June, 1776. 
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novelty of the idea, fince it is founded 
on good policy,) that fuch officers as 
might be inclined to come into the | 
new levied regiments from half-pay, 
and might be defirous afterwards of 
qi tting the fervice altogether, thould, 
immediately after their appointment, 
even without being required to join at 
all; be permitted to difpofe of theic 
commiffions refpedively, to fuch de- 
ferving officers as fhould be approved 
of by his M——, at certain ftated 
prices: as, for example, a lievtenant- 
colonelcy at 32001. a majority at 23001, 
a company at 1200l. a lieutenantcy at 
4501. and an enfigncy at 3ool. 8c. 
by which means, my Lord, the half- 
pay lift would be greatly eafed, con- 
fequently, the public expence would 
be greatly leffened, The officers who 
come in from half pay at their ow 
defire, would of courfe: be perfeétly 
fatisfied with that mode of retiring 
fiom the fervice, fince they follicit it 
themfelves; the officers who may be 
permitted to facceed them by purchafe, 
at a reduced price, would undoubtedly 
think themfelves greatly favoureds 
and, which is not the leaf important 
confideration, the public fervice would 
neceflarily derive great benefit from 
the young and aétive replacing the old 
and inaétive; at leaft, officers whe 
have been almoft 14 years upon half. 
pay, may with great propriety be deem- 
ed fo in a military fenfe, &c. 1 muf 
beg, my Lord, to be rightly under~ 
ftood, when I take the liberty to pro- 
pole that officers upon half-pay fhould 
be brought in upon full-pay, and af- 
terwards be allowed to fell out-at-a 
ftated ptice, &c. I mean, that fuch 
officers only fhould have that indul- 
gence thewn them, as were aftually 
reduced upon half-pay. As to fuch 
officers, who have voluntarily retired 
upon half-pay by exchange, having at 
the fame time received a valuable con- 
fideration, I look upon them, to all 
intents and purpofes, by that means, 
to have quitted the fervice ; and as te 
their half pay, it cannot be :egarded, 
I humbly prefume, in any other light 
than merely as an annuity, &. As 
the reform humbly propofed to be 
made in the conttitution of the ar 
is of a very extenfive and complicated 
nature, the prefent fituation of public 
affairs would at all events indifpen- 
fibly requice that it fhould be caried 
into execution by’ clefles, as it were, 
or in tuceflive progreffion, if 1 might 
fo expreis myielf, 

W.th 
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With refpeé&t ‘to the Artillery, al- 
though I am fenfible that moft ufetul 
corps i¢ not immediately fubordinate 
to your Lordthip’s depaitment, yet I 
cannot avoid obferving, that, upon 
adtuat fervice, its eftablifhment does by 
no means afford a fufficient number of 
private men to execute with propriety 
the orders of the officers and non-com- 
mifhoned officers, &c. to remedy which 
defe& the affittance of the Infantry 
upon fuch occafions bas been ufually 
required. It is, therefore, mot hum- 
bly prefumed, that it would very ef- 
fentially contribute to promote the 
public tervice, if 3 private men were 
to be added to each company of Artil- 
lery, and to be paid at the fame rate 
as foldiers in the Infantry; for there 
can be no fufficient reafon given, I 
believe, why a private man, who 
only affifts in loading and firing a 

reat gun in the day of aétion, fhould 
fe allowed higher pay than a private 
man who actually loads and fires a 
mufquet, more efpecially as the latter 
is expofed, generally fpeaking, to much 
more imminent danger in the dilcharge 
of his duty. I cannot forbear further 
obferving, my Lord, that it were to 
be wifhed the corps of Artillery, as 
alfo the corps of Engineers, were no 
Jonger a feparate branch of the army : 
in thort, my Lord, it were to be withed 
that the Ordnance was merely a civil 
department ; for wheb military com- 
mand. or authority flows from different 
fources, and is conveyed through dif- 
ferent channels torally unconneéted 
with each other, &c. it is with the 
wtmoft deference fubmitted, whether 
the confequences muft not neceffariiy 
prove highly prejudicial to the public 
fervice, for reafons too obvious to re- 
quire being particularized; &c. 

[am now to requeft your Lordfhip’s 
pardon for this Jong intruhon. If I 
have been guilty of the fmalleft im- 
propriety of expreffion in any re/pedt 
whatever, 1 hope your Lordfhip will 
do me the juftice to attribute st to in- 
advertency, not defign. I have not 
the vanity to think, that my crude 
ideas, however warm they may have 
fprung from the heart, will carry 
weight and convigtion enough’ with 
them to induce your Lordfhip to adopt 
them implicitly. If my zeal has prompt- 
ed me to fuggeft even a fingie hint

But, if, on the conwary, the northern 
part of the weftern world, which is at 
pfefent utterly unknown; then it is 
more than probable that New Georgia 
will once more be vifited, and its 
limits more accurate'y determined, as 
in the way to Cope Horne, the wind 
and weather favovring, it will not much 
xetard the piogrefsof the voyage. — 
"Jn either cafe, Jet vs fuppofe Omiah 
fafely landed, and the thips ready to 





fail from Otaheite ; which, if no un- 
forefeen accident prevents, may be 
before the firft of May next, then [ 
would recommend a N. N. W. courle, 
‘all, baving cleared the ifland of Calj- 
fornia, the fhips fhould fall in with the 
firaits of Anian: Here it wiil be in- 
difpenfibly neceflary to fecure a good 
port, whence Capt. Cook may proceed, 
ascircumftances arife, keeping the main 
for his guide, trending as that trends, 
and fearching narrowly for an outlet 
when he finds himfelf embayed. For 
that purpofe (and indeed the chief pur- - 
pofe) he thould be provided with the 
frames of at leaft four finall veffels from 
30 to 50 tons burthen ready to put to- 
gether as exigences may prefent. 

With thele veffcls, properly man'd, 
the ftraits of Anian fhouid be the 
main objeé&t of fearch, as it is probable 
they may be open the greatett part of 
the year; for it is by means of thafe 
ftraits that a north-ealt paffige home 
can be hoped. If that is fouad to be 
impraticable, then a wefterly courfe 
will probably be the only choice left ; 
for there is great reafon to believe that 
the continent extends to an immenle 
diftance in that dire&tion ; and that it 
is terminated only by the Indian Qcean, 
or the iea of Great-Tartary. ; 

' The vatt tra& that is here unknown 
bears a very confiderable proportion tg 
the extent of the whole globe. From 
the rgoth deg. of welt long.to the 180th, 
and soth of lat. northward, it is yet a 
queftion whether land og fea occupies 
the greater pace. How many nations, 
iflands, and civilized ftates may be com- 
prized within this immenfe extent | 
What new arts, new f{ciences, and new 
ways of living, may be traced in coun- 
tries fo remote, where no European has 
ever yet fet his foot. As the earth is 
uniformly various (if T may be allowed 
the expreffion) in her produéctions, 
what treafures may not the naturalift 
add to his ftores in fuch avaft sefeaich 2 
~ ‘But T infenfibly deviate trom my 
purpole, which is to recommend perfe- 
verance in fcarching in cafe of an open 
fea in the fummer.” In psoceeding far 
northward, great caution will be necet- 
fary. The fimall veffels well provided 
with oars as wel! as fails, and with roll- 
ers in cale of neceffity to haul them by 
land, will be found of infinite ule tocar: 
the people far up the country to winter 
with the inhabitants. From whence they 
may again fall down as foon ag the ri- 
vers age practicable’ ia fummer. By 
this means, a paflage home by the norih 
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moay pofibly be obtained. It was by 
this method that the Roffians difco- 
'vered the N. E. paflage. They pafled

ON’ Tuelday the goth of July next at night, there happens very great and total 
eclipfe of the Moon, vifible in England. I pre(ume the following account 
of it will be very agreeable to the curious, if you pleafe to give it a place in 


your next Magazine. 


"There have been but fix total eclipfes of the moon, that could be vifible in 
thefe parts from beginning to end, for 39 years palt; and of thefe fix, three 
only, I think, were feen, the reft being obfcured by clouds. 

“ And thould the tky be clear at the time of this eclipfe, (as there is great 
reafon to expect it will, the time and feafon of the year confidered;) we may 
fay, that there has not been fuch an eclipfe of the Moon vifible in England for 
26 years or more. At the time of this phenomenon, the Moon will be 222,356 
Englith miles from the Earth's furface ; the diameter of the Earth's thadow, 
(which caufes the ecliple,) where the Moon paffes through, is 5889 Englith miles 5 
and the Moon, in going through this projected thadow of the Earth, moves 
betwixt 30 and go miles in a minyi¢ of time.—The time and manner of ap-

Of the defideratum, among the na- 
turalifts, ** whether fwallows and mar- 
tins cemain in a torpid fate during the 
winter, or are birds of paflage,” this 
writer has determined one part, by 
gifcovering, in November, on the banks 
of the river Dart, a great number of 
martins, flitting to and fro for near 
half an hour, ailured, by the warmth 
of the evening, from the fiffures of 
fome large projeéting rocks, to which, 
as the fun lowered, they ail returned. 
There was not one {wallow among 
them, to which the writer was the more 
attentive, as he had heard repeatedly 
from fevera! msfters of veffels in the 
fith-trade, that they conftantly faw vaft 
flights of them every autumn, as they 
failed up the Mediterranean, bending 
their flight towards the South. In ano- 
ther jetter feveral other teftimonies of 
martins being feen at and near Totnefs 
are adduced, and on the whole their 
torpidity is proved by the prefamptive 
evidence of Mr, Trift, late member 
for that town, Mr. Dever, a reputable 
farmer, Mr. Didham, and this writer ;

Mr. Bruce, though well known as 
a traveller, has not yet thought fit to 
gratify the public curiofity with any 
account' of fiis travels or difcoveries, 
this only excepted, in which we find 
many particul.rs which do equal ho- 
nour to his erudition and obfervation, 
and make us {till more impatient for 
farther communications from his Jfi- 
nerarium Curiofum, as it may moft 
ftritly be ftyied. For the manner of 
procuring and exporting the Troglo- 
dyte myrrh, which was always preter- 
red to the Arabian, ite defcription, “&c. 
we 
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we mutt refer to the article, obferving 
only that the piece of myrrh here fent 
was produced by a fine tree, lefs than 
15 inches diameter in the trunk at the 
bottom, wounded in two places in 1771, 
and may be regarded as the only au- 
thentic evidence in Europe of what the 
Troglodyte myrrh was, except thofe fill 
remaining in Mr.Bruce’scolieétion, and 
a {malier piece which he gave the King 
of France. He could not procure the 
branches, and was well enough pleafed 
to be able to draw the tree; fuch were 
the length and ruggednefs of the way, 
the heat of the weather, and the want 
of refources of naked favages (though 
fome circumfances are heremenuoned), 
and the King was obftinate not to let 
him go thither, after what had hap- 
pened to the furgeon, mate, and: boat’s- 
crew of the Elgin Indiaman*. As to 
the poifonous quality of the opoca/pa- 
Jum, Galen, he proves, was miltaken, 
the Greek phyficians knowing Ifttle of 
Arabia, and lefs of Abyflinia, as it 
may be eaten very fafely. The pieces 
here fent were, 3. Virgin Troglodyte 
myrrh. 2. The worft fort of Troglo- 
dyte myrrh, called cancabs. 3. Opo- 
calpaftum, from the ‘myrrh country, 
The fafa, the tee which produces the 
latter, does not grow in Arabia,

This ftriking difference between the 
rate of mortality in towns and it 
country-parifhes the Doétor imiputes, 
x. to the Juxury and irregular modes of 
life in towns, and, 2. to the foulnefs 
of the air, From a table here given 
our author ftates the proportion of male 
to female births at 20 to 19: yet, itt 
moft places, the number of males live 
ing has been found greater than the 
number of females. ‘ The reafon 
(he adds) is, without doubt, that males 
are more fhort-lived than females,” 
which he imputes ‘¢ partly to the pecus 
liar hazards to which males are fubjeét, 
and their more irregular modes of life; 
but principally to fome particular de« 
licacy in the male confiitution, whictt 
renders it lefs durable.” As to the 
latter circumftance, this learned writer 
differs much from the generally res 
ceived opinion of the fuperior delicacy 
of the female ftru€ture and confiitu- 
tion ; and, in truth, we are much at a 
lofs to know, and with he had explain- 
ed, in what particulars this male con: 
ftitutional delicacy confifts, More fuf 
ceptible furely is the female fex of im- 
preflions of heat and cold, and other 
external injuries, not to mention fomé 
dangers, difeafes, and crifes, peculiat 
to their frame, whether married or fin< 
gie, and from which the other fex is 
totally exempted. ‘Though we canner 
controvert the fa&, we mult therefore 
diffent from him in regard to his prin 
cipal reajon. Truly alarming is hid 
concluding. paragrapn, that ‘* London 
alone is a gulph which fwallows up 
an increafe equal to near three-fourths 
of that of Sweden!

ArT. XLV. Experiments in a 
heated Room. By Matthew Dobfon, M.D, 

Theie experiments were made by the 
writer and others in the fweating-room 
of the Liverpool Holpital, a cube of 
nine feet, when the thermometer was at 
224°, without experiencing any op- 
preffive or painful fenfation of heat. 
Some experiments allo are related made 
by otheis, with little inconvenience, 
though the pulfe quickened to 120, and 
164, and the effects of the heat on the 
white and thell of an egg, and bees- 
wax. From hence the author infers the 
fallacy of the theory of animal heat, 
maintained by Boerhaave, and others, 
and adds fome other curious obfer. 
vations, of which we cannot deny our- 
felves the pleafure of inferting the con- 
clufion : * Whether this method of 
reafoning on the natural caufe of thefe 
effeéts be jutt or not, the final caufe is 

obvious, and is to be sefolved into the 
wife and benevolent appointment of the 
Almighty. Manis happily fo framed 
as to poflefs a power of keeping nearly 
the fame degree of heat in all the varia- 
tions of the temperature of the air in 
fummer and in winter, in hot and cold 
climates, and’ confequently changes 
his fituation.on the furtace ot the giche, 
with much lefs inconvenience or injury 
than he could oiheiwile have done, 





The fame powét likewife happity 
adapts different animals to their refpec= 
tive deftinations. The lizatd and the 
Camelion remain coo! undef the equator; 
while the whale and porpoile retain'a 
degree of heat-above that of the human 
body, though furrounded with the 
waters of thecoldeft northern feas, arid 
amidft mountains of icé in the reigh- 
bourhocd of the Pole.”

Art. XLVII. Further Experiments 
and Obfervations in a heated Room. 
By Charles Blagden, M. D. F. R.S. 

Thefe experiments were performed 
by nearly the fame party as before, tot 
gethet with Lord Seaforth, Sir George 
Home, Mr. Dundas; and Dr. Noothy 
the thermometer being one or two de= 
grees above 240°, and the writer's pulfe 
beating 144, more than double its or- 
dinary quicknefs. For other partictlars 
we moft refer to the article; adding only 
that the Doétor has fince ob‘erved the 
mucus from his lungs to be more ferous 
than before, and to incline more toa 
faltith tafte, though the lungs feem 
otherwile perfeétly found ; yet he fuf- 
peéts that fome of the fmaller arteries 
fuffered a degree of dilatation from the 
increafed impulfe of the blood. 

This, we hope, will be a warning to 
thete daring philofophers to fet bounds 
to their refearches, by playing more cau- 
tioufly for the furure with thefe edged 
tools, left, like their predeceffor Em- 
pecocles, they become mattyrs to fire, 
and remembering the fate of another 
too venturous, virtuofo, who lately car- 
ried his experimenis too far and too 
deep in another element. This bint 
we would alfo recommend to another 
ingenious obferver above-mentioned. 
If life or health muft be the price, 
jet theory fall, and in order to -pre- 
ferve others, ye medical Decii, devote 
not yourfelves | 

ArT. XLVIH. A Propofal for 
meafuring the Attradion of fome Hil 
tn this Kingdom by afironomical Obfer- 
vations. By Nevil Matkelyne, B, D. 
F.R.S. and Aftronomer Royal. 

- This propofal took its rife from a 
hint given by Sir Ifaac Newton, that 
*¢ a mountain of a hemifpherical fi- 
gure, three miles high and fix broad, 
will not, by its attraction, draw the 
plumb-hne two minutes out of the 
perpendicular.” ** It will attraé& it,” 
Mi. Matkelyng fays, “ only 3’ 18.” 

' The 
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The fir attempt of this kind was 
made by the French academicians, in 
3738, near Quito, in Peru, to find 
the effe& of the attragtion of Chim- 
boracgo, a neighbouring mountain, near 
four miles elevated above the fea, tho’ 
only about two miles above the gene- 
rat level of the land.. This, for fe- 
veral reafons here affigned, being un- 
fatisfa€tory, and no fimilar experiment 
having been fince made in Europe, our 
Aftronomer here propofes for this pur- 
pole, either ‘* a place on the confines 
of Yorkthire and Lancafhire, near the 
four very remarkable hills, Pendle. 
hill, Pennygant, Ingleborough, and 
‘Whernfide, which are {uppofed to be 
from 600. to 750 yards elevated above 
the plane of the vales ben-ath them,” 
or ‘© a valley two miles broad, be- 
tween the hills Hewellin and Skidda, 
in Cumberland, which hills are above 
z000 yards above the intermediate 
valley.” 

ArT. XLIX. An Account of Ob- 
Servations made on the Mountain Sche- 
hallien, for finding its Attraction. By 
the Same. 

In confequence of the former me- 
moir, which was read (or, as it is ftill 
fantaftically expreffed in this work, 
redde,) in 1772, all the neceflary ap- 
paratus was provided by a Committee 
of the Royal Society; and Mr. Charles 
Mafon, being fent on a furvey thro’ 
England and Scotland, in 1773, found 
the above-mentioned hills not anfwer- 
able to the-defcription that had been 


given ; but that one in Perththire, ‘ 


called Maiden-pap by the lowlanders, 
but by the neighbouring inhabitants 
Schehallien, or (in Erfe) ** Conftant 
Storm,” was well adapted to the pur- 
pofe. This, therefore, was chofen, and 
the experiment undertaken to be made 
in 1774, every objeétion arifing from 
the great expence that muft attend it 
being rrmoved by the bounty of his 
Majefty, and with his approbation, 
out of the furplus remaining of the 
fum granted tor obferving the two 
tranfiis of Venus, the Attronomer 
Royal having alfo his Majefty’s leave 
for abfenting himfelf from the Obfer- 
vilory for the purpofe, and at the So- 
ciety’s reque(t undertaking this care 
and labour himfelf, affited by Mr, 
Reuben Burrow, and Mr. Menzies, 
land-furveyor. The experiment was 
made with much difficulty and fatigue, 
through the badnefs of the weather 
and other circumftances, in July, Au- 
gui, September, and Oftober. As to 
Gent. Mac. Fune, 1776. 
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the pian and operations, however cu- 
rious and uncommon, our limits will 
Not permit us even to abridge them 5 
and for the computations alfo we mult 
refer to the article, odferving only with 
pleafure the affiftance which was given 
to our obferver. in his ‘¢ aftronomical

31. A View of the Internal Evidence 
of the Chriftian Religion. By Soame 
Jenyns, Efg; 3d edition. pp. 1915 
Small 8vo. 25.6d. Dodfley. 
GREAT f&trength and fupport are 

given'to the caufe of Chriftianity when 

Jaymen of rank and abilities enter the 

lifts in its defence, efpecially when they 

are fuch as were once fuppofed to have 
been by no means partial in its favour. 

To * thofe great mafters of reafon and 

erudition (mentioned by this writer), 

Grotius, Bacon, Newton, Boyle, Locke, 

Addifon, and Lyttelton, who firmly 

adhered to the belief of it, after the 

moft diligent and learned refearches 
into the authenticity of its records, 
the completion of the prophecies, the 
fublimity of its doétrines, the purity 
of its precepts, and the arguments of 
its adverfaries,"* we have therefore pe- 
cuiar plealure in now adding the name 
of a Jenyns; as he, like them, has 
now teftified his belief to the world, 

* without any other motive than a re- 

gard for truth and the benefit of man- 

kind.” 

Of the three arguments ufually ad- 
duced in proof of the divine origin of 
the Chriftian religion, ‘* the prophecies 
ftill extant in the Old Teftament, the 
miracles recorded in the New, and the 
internal evidence arifing from that ex- 
cellence and thofe clear marks of {u- 
pernatural interpofition which are fo 
confpicuous in the religion itfelf,” our 
author adopts the latt, ** the two for- 
mer, he fays, having been ‘ufiiciently 
explained and enforced by the ableit 
pens, but this, he thinks, having never 
been ‘corfidered with that attention’ 
which it deferves,”” not meaning, how- 
ever, to depreciate the proof: arifing 
from either prophecies or mir:cles, as 

** prohecies 
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** prophecies (he obferves) are perma- 
nent miracles whofe authority is fufh- 
ciently confirmed by their completion, 
and are therefore folid proofs of the 
fupernatural origin of a religion whofe 
truth they were intended to tellify,” 
and as ‘* the miracles of Chrift and his 
apoftles were certainly convincing proofs 
of their divine commiffion to thofe who 
faw them, tho’ now (he thinks) they de- 
pend for much of their credibility on 
the truth of that religion whofe credi- 
bility they were at fir (t intended to fup- 
port. To prove, therefore, the truth 
of the Chriftian religion, we thould 
begin (he adds) by fhewing the inter- 
nal marks of divinity which are ftamp- 
ed upon it; becaufe on this the credi- 
bility of the prophecies and miracles 
in a great meafure depends.” With 
this view he firft ftates, and then ex- 
plains, the foliowing propofitions : 

‘© Fir, That there is now extant 
a book called The New Teftament: 

“ Secondly, That from this book 
may be extracted a fyltem of religion 
entirely new, both with regard to the 


objeét and tne do&trines, net only in- . 


finitely fuperior to, but totally unlike, 
rer thing which had ever before en- 
tered into the mind of man: 

*¢ Thirdly, That from this book 
may be likewife collected a fy tem of 
ethics, in which every mora! precept 
founded on reafon is carried to a higher 
degree of purity and perfeétion than in 
any other of the wifeft philofophers of 
preceding ages; every moral precept 
founded on falfe principles is totally 
omitted, and many wew precepts added 
peculiarly correfponding with the new 
objet of this religion : 

“ Laflly, That fuch a fyftem of re- 
ligion and morality could not peffibly 
have been the work of any man, or 
fet of men ; much lefs of thole obfcure, 
ignorant, and illiterate perfons, who 
adtually did difcover and publifh it to 
the world 5; and that, therefore, it mut 
undoubedly have been effeéted by the 
inte: pofition of divine power, that is, 
that :t mutt derive its origin from God.” 

Without entering into the particular 
difcuffion of the argument, we thall 
only ob/erve that it is explained and 
evforced with great clearne(s and can- 
dour; ard the perfonal chara@er, as 
well as the religion, of our Saviour is 
fhewn to be new and extiaordinary ; 
that “ he not only fp-ke as newer man 
fpake,’” but alle * iived as never man 
lived ** Compared with the moft cele- 
brated Pagan moralits, the fuperior 
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beauty, fimplicity, and originality of 
the New Teftament, are here difplayed 5 
and before the promulgation of the 
Gofpel it is proved that nothing like 
religion exifted in the world. 

We mutt add that the * falfe or fics 
titious virtues’’ (as they are here ftyled) 
mentioned in the third propofition .as 
purpofely and judicioufly omitted by 
this divine teacher, are ‘‘ valour, pa- 
triotifm, and friendfhip ; and why the 
two former fhould be omitted, Mr..J. 
has given, we think, convincing rea- 
fons ; but not fo fatisfied are we in regard 
to the third, nor indeed do we think 
that it is omitted ; though this, we 
know, has been alleged by Lord Shaftef- 
bury and others ; if not exprefsly recom 
mended by precept, our Lord himfelf 
has moft ftrongly enforced it by exam- 
ple: what was his regard for Lazarus 
but the pureft, the fublimeft friend- 
fhip? His tears for the deceafed con- 
vinced the Jews ‘* how much he loved 
him ;” his friendfhip for St. John, 
*€ the difciple,”’ as he is ftyled, ** whom 
Jefus loved,” is another inftance ; and 
to all his difciples he fays, the day be- 
fore his death, ** Ye are my friends.” 
Is the Gofpe! then filent as to friend- 
fhip? Surely not. 

Our author's manner of exemplify. 
ing the narrowne(s and defeéts of our 
rational faculties, in regard to the ma- 
terial no lefs than the f{piritual world, 
is remarkably ftriking ; but for that 
we muft refer to the work; which, 
however, we cannot difmifs without 
giving the conclufion: 

*¢ Had the arguments herein ufed, 
and the new hints here flung out, been 
more largely difcuffed, this little work 
might eatily have been extended to a 
more confiderable bulk ; but then the 
bufy would not have had leifure, nor 
the idle inclination, to have read it. 
Should it ever have the honour to be 
admitted into fuch good company, they 
will immediately, { know, determine 
that it muft be the wok of fome en- 
thufiatt or methodift, fome beggar, or 
fome madman. J fhall, therefore, beg 
leave to affure them, that the author is 
very far removed from all thefe cha- 
raéters; that he once, perhaps, believed 
as little as themfelves; but, having 
fome leifure, and mare curiofity, he 
employed them both in refolving a 
queftion which feemed to him. of fome 
importance— Whether Chriftianity was 
really an impofture founded on an ab- 
furd, incredible, and obfolete fable, 
as many fuppofe it? Or whether it = 

what 
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what it pretends to be, a revelation com. 
municated to mankind by the interpo- 
fition of fupernatural power? On a 
candid enquiry, he foon found, that 
the firt was an abfolute impoffibility, 
and that its pretenfions to the latter 
were founded on the moft folid grounds, 
In the farther purfyit of his examina- 
tion, he perceived, at every ftep, new 
ligiits arifing, and forme of the brighteft 
from parts of it the moft obicure, but 
produétive ef the cleareft proofs, be- 
caufe equally beyond the power of 
human artifice to invent, and human 
reafon to ditcover. Thefe arguments, 
which have convinced him of the di-

owner. The improvements that refpeét 
both the‘e are here confidered in two 
Effays, and interfperfed is a variety of 
reflections and obfervations on the poor, 
poor-laws, high prices of provilions, 
labour, decay of foreign trade, popu- 
lation, corn trade, bounty on expor. 
tation, &c. with remarks on Mefirs. 

Hirte, Tull, Miller, Chateanvieux, 

Compiete Englith Gardener, Young, 

Peters, Welton, &. In particular, 

Havte’s priaciples of agriculture are 

fh-wn to be inurious to manufagtures, 

and tron: the preient late of England 
hts pofition, that ¢* war cannat dilpeo- 
ple a whe nation conliderably where 
agriculture flousithes,” is fully dif- 
proved; the new hufbandry reftored 
and promoted by Mr. Tull is juftly 
applauded, though it is fhewn not to 
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be univerfal!y praéticable; the calcus 
Jations made by the Complete Englifh 
Farmer are proved to be extravagant, 
except in the neighbourhood of the 
metropolis, and therefore prevent ims 
provement, and he is alfo miftaken in 
not planting hedge-rows; from Mr. 
Young in various particulars this wri- 
ter differs tote cazlo; but for thefe we 
mutt refer to the work, excepting only 
thet upon Mr. Y.’s principles hatty- 
pudding or riceemilk are fthewn to be 
more profitable for feeding hogs than 
potatoes or carrots; many errors and 
abfurdities are dete&ted in Mr. Peters’s 
Winter Riches, efpecially in his com- 
parative feeding horfes with buck 
wheat, carrots, and oats, his calcu a- 
tions, and his direétions for making 
hay ; and Mr. Wefton’s fcheme of con. 
verting arable jands into gardens, ig 
exploded and expofed. Among other 
fubjeéts here difcuffed, the writer is a 
warm advocate for {mall farms in pres 
ference to large ones; fhews that the 
former are the bet nurfery for huf- 
bandmen; that one of roool. a year; 
if divided ‘nto ten, would let for 1500]. 
that the exsences of buildings tor tmall 
farms are no impediment to them, &c, 
On a comparative view of the ufi ful- 
nefs of horfés and oxen in ploughing, 
he determines in favour of horfes, ** 3. 
as they yield three times the advantage 
when they are fold off; 2. as half the 
number of horfts, at moft, as of oxen 
will do the fame labour; and, 3. as 
they are ufeful and fit for every pur 
pofe; which oxen are not. ‘* But (he 
adds) there is another method of do- 
ing this bufnefs, which I take to be 
more profitabie than either of the above, 
which I have practifed thefe two years, 
and am going on the third My icheme 
is to do my work with mares: for 
this purpole I bought about eight ftrong 
mares; they are not properly of the 
draft kind, but do very well at plough 
and harrow, or any thing that does not 
require fticking very clofe to the col« 
lar. What I prefer are ftrong hunters, 
or the light, nimble coach-bieed. If 
they are finew ftrained, or foook in the 
fhoulders, or otherwife blemifhed by 
accident, they are ftill very fit for this 
bufine(s; mine colt from 12 to sql. 
a-piece. i had moft of them covered 
May was two years, and alfo laft year 5 
fome of them ttood, others did not 5 
they all worked till within one month 
of dropping their foals, and I have now 
ten very fine colts; and the mares have 
been all covered again; as foon as their 
colts 
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colts are weaned, if they do sot ftand 
the fecond year, they are put to work 
again, and frefh ones bought to fupply 
the place of thofe which run with their 
foals. Now thole colts I reckon worth 
ten guineas a-piece at one year old ; 
as they are likely to make good hun- 
ters; indeed I fhould not choofe to fell 
them for that money ; but that is no- 
thing towards afcertaining the value ; 
but | believe they would readily yield 
fo much. As I have plenty of land 
for them to run on, they coft little 
keeping nine months in the year. Up- 
on the whole, I take this to be the 
moft profitable method of all others of 
performing the draft bufinels of a faim, 
and doubt not but it will in time be 
much practiced.” We agree with this 
fenfible writer that * the pref nt mode 
of paying tythes in kind is a great ob- 
ftacle to improvement” of ail kinds, 
Spiritual as well as temporal, and a 
perpetual fource of animolity between 
the teacher and the taught, but cannot 
concur with him in thinking that he has 
s* entirely removed every impediment to 
fuch improvement” by the mode that he 
has propofed; which is this: ‘¢ that the 
prion of each parifh Mould make out 
an account of the amount of the tythes 
received for twenty or a tompetent 
number of years paft, and from thence 
calculate the average amount, which 
fum fhould be an eftablithed modus in 
alj future times.” To moduffes of 
any kind the clergy no doubt will ob- 
ject, and with reaion; knowing that 
what has been, may and will be. The 
moduffes now in force, when eftablifh- 
ed, werean equivalent; but, asthevalue 
ot money decreales, Jefs and lefs muft 
be all pecuniary payments. What now 
wouid be the value of ecclefiaftical be- 
nefices, if reduced to the fums at which 
they were rated in the Exchequer at 
the time of the Reformation, when 8], 
would purchale at leaft as much as 8ol. 
will now? And in litle more than an 
hundred years how reduced is the real 
value of all thofe London livings whofe 
churches were rebuilt after the fire, 
owing to the mode here propofed of 
fxirg thei income at a tettled fum, 
which in none exceeds 200!. and in 
fome is fo low as 100!. Unjult, there- 
fore, and inadequate, in a very few 
years, would be any alloiment in mo- 
ney; and nothing can be deemed by 
avy difinterefled perfon a proper com- 
penfation tur either a portion of lands 
in licu of all tythes equal to their pre- 
fent aveisge value, which would effec. 
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tually prevent all jarring interefts, and 
is the mode. now purfued in the nume- 
rous inclofure-bills; or elfe annual 
payments made in corn, as is the me- 
thod in church and college leafes, 
agreeably to the wife me made 
in Q. Elizabeth’s reign by Sir Thomas 
Smith, In regard to the poor-laws, 
another important fubjeé&t, our author 
propofes, as an amendment, that ** no 
perfon fhall be employed in any parith 
who fhaH not be a parifhioner, unlefs 
fuch perfon fhall produce a certificate 
figned by the minifter, churchwardens, 
and overfeers, or any three of them, 
fignifyingheir confent and approbation 
of his leaving his parifh to feek em- 
ployment ; and in fuch cafe the malter 
who may agree to employ him fhall 
write to the parifh officers, adviling 
them when he (et {uch perfon to work, 
the wages he pays him, or the money 
he may earn, one half of which he 
fhall referve in hand towards the main- 
tenance and fupport of fuch perfon's 
family. For want of fuch certificate, 
fuch perfon applying fhould be appre- 
hended and paffed back as a vagrant, 
&c. This the writer thinks would put 
a ftop to many mifchiefs committed by 
the idle and diforderly in running 
away, to avoid punifhment, and ijeav~ 
ing their families a burden to their 
paith. In this we heirtily concur 
with him; but as to his propofing to 
leave the whole management of the 
poor, from firft to lat, to their own 
parifhioners, independent of the con- 
troul or order of any jultice of the 
peace, in that we mutt toally differ, 
well knowing, nor need any one be 
told, what parith officers are cupable 
cf doing or not doing, when left to 
themfelves, and how cruelly the faces 
of the poor are ground by them even 
now, notwithftanding the power lodged 
in the juttices. And as to the mintler 
being one of the managers, what can 
that avail, even were he an Abdiel, he 
beirg but one, perhaps not refident, 
and very probably not willing to take 
the troubie of attendance ? 

On the whole, however, many very 
ufeful hints may be found in thefe El- 
fays, as the writer feems a practical a8 
well as a fenfible farmer, and, though 
no (cholar, weli acquainted with what 
has been written on this fubjedt: we 
only with that he had fubmuited his 
manulcipt to the infpe&ion of fome 
friend, as many inaccuracies in point 
of grammar, as well as expreflion, 
wouid then have been avoided.

{mall- pox. 
_ It the author’s manner of treating thefe 
js approved, he means to proceed with 
all the difeafes incident to that climate ; 
to point out the medicines proper for 
them; and to add a journal of the air 
and difeafes for a feries of years, in- 
terfperfed with cafes as they occurred 
in praétice, without regard to the e- 
vent. 

Such is the author’s plan; and, if 
executed with equal candour, fidelity, 
and judgment, with the fpecimen an- 
nexed, we will venture to pronounce, 
that he will be in no danger ‘* of re- 
maining in obfcurity, or of adding 
another worthlefs book to the num- 
ber which already crowds the medical 
library.” 

From the following narrative, the 
medical reader will be enabled ta judge 
of the neceffity of departing from the 
ordinary modes of praétice, in cafes 
where the virulence of the diforder 
aggravates the fymptoms: 

6* The conftitution of tie air, about 
fix years ago, gave the clearelt marks 
of the fatal nature of the epidemic 
uifeafes of the enfuing year; the mild- 
nefs of the eaftern gules, the marks of 


entuing drought, and the want of pe- 


riadical diforders with which the year 
generally fete in, when there is no al- 
teration in the conflitation of the air, 
together with the fymptoms of putre- 
faction in the few uncommon dilorders 
that appeared at this period, plainly 
evinced the nature of the enfuing feafon. 

‘¢ Unhappily about this time the 
fmai) px was brought from Africa 
by the Guineamen, and, com‘ng thus 
early in January, was at fift favour- 


.able, notwithftanding the air was hot 


tex than generally obferved at this fea- 


fon; but this favourable ftate did not 
Jong continue, the intenfe heat rather 
daily increafing, and the few thowers 
being either fo fmall, or at fuch diftant 
periods from each other, as rather 
tended to increafe the heat and putre- 
faé&tion, and with them the danger of 
the reigning difeafes, than to diminifh 
them, About March or April the 
fmall-pox became worfe every day, 
except when, for a few days now and 
then, refrefhing breezes threw in their 
falutary aid to refift the putrefaétion. 
About the middle of March the con« 
fluent finall- pox began: it was in 
every inftance of the chriftaline kind, 
and increafed daily in its virulence, 
becoming more flat, filiquofe, imma- 
ture, and dangerous; refifting every 
method of relief hitherto attempted 5 


_but in fome degree yielding to early 


and conftant purging, which, by cre- 
ating an artificial diarrhea, together 
with the admiffion of cold air, faved 
many ; yet fuch was the perverfenefs of 


_ the patients and their attendants, that 


frequently, while, wedded to. antient 
prejudices, the one fet obje&ing to 
the medicines, and the others to the 
method, death fettled the difpute. The, 
ferocity of the difeafe fill increafing 
with the heat, about the latter end of 
April the putrid infe€&lion became 
joined to the variolous in a very high 
degree, forming the moft infernal com- 
binat on that ever affeéted the human 
frame: here livid and- purple fpote 
were interfperied in the few vacant 
fpaces the coherent chriftaline fmall- 
pox had left for them to occupy ; thefe 
were various in their fize and colour, 
from the bignefs of the point of a pia 
to that of a filver penny, and from 
a deep crimfon to ab‘olute blacknefs ; 
the pulfe quick, low, and weak, the 
fkin dry, thouch not very hot, the 
tongue rough, foul, and covered with 
a brownifh cruft, dark at the fides, 
but ftill more fo in the middle, the 
eyes heavy, languid and glafly, thirft 
intenfe, fevere pains in the back and 
head, and coftivenefs. Thefe fymp- 
toms hourly increafing, the blood was 
at length difcharged from the dif- 
ferent emunétories, coma, fubfultus 
and death enfued. In a few inftances, 
where, from a confidence in the prac- 
titioner, the — method was car- 
ried to its utmoft extent, it was not 
attended with that fuccefs which the 
opinion of Mead, Huxham, and others, 
would lead us to expeét. It would, 
indeed, appear that the moft powerful 

antileptics 
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antileptics internally ufed, were not, 
inthe confliét, equal co the violence 
of the diforder; and that applying 
them externally in tepid baths was in- 
effectual, either for want of abforption, 
or, that the evil done by the commu. 
nication of heat was fuperior to the 
benefit which might have been derived 
from the application of the antifeptic 
ingtedienis, 

‘In faét, cold feemed to be the moft 
eff-€tual application ; but this was not 
ealily to be procured in a climate where 
the. thermometer in the day-time was 
feldom lowe: than 76, and at a feafon 
wen there was (carce a breath of air 
fHhrving, and when the country was 
aimoft every afternoon deluged with 
rain, which feil from the clouds ina 
perpendicular direétion ; fo that what 
Jittle breezes there might be in the 
forenoon, were fo much imp:egnated 
with the hot and feptic vapors exhaled 
from the earth by the folar rays, as to 
become rather p:rnicious than :efreth- 
inz. In this fate of dangerous per- 
picxity, an expedient was conceived 
of throwing the coldeit water that 
gould be got on the patients, and this 
in the higheft and mutt dangerous ftate 
of the fever, and placing them between 
two doors, where, by the artificial 
draught of air combining with the heat 
of the body, coid might be produced 
by the evaporation of the fluid. And 
this praét'ce, which the extreme dan- 
ger and urgeocy of the cafe made ne- 
cefflary, wis atiended with the moft 
faiutary effedts, the dangerous fymp- 
toms being f{peedily mutigated, ‘the 
purple {pots difappearing, and the pa- 
fients recovering ; as may be more 
clearly demonftrated, when the parti- 
eplar difeafes of that year are treated 
of, and the cafes recited. 

# It is in cafcs like thefe,where fpeedy 
and inevitable death feems approaching, 
that perhaps the praétitioner may be 
juttified in almoft any expedient which 
has the fmalleft profpect of fucceis ; 
and ftill more fo in the ufe of thote 
which analdgy and philofophical rea- 
foning convince him are truly adapted 
tw the cafe, but which the fahhion of 
the times, and the ignorance and ma- 
Jevolence of the multitude, make highly 
dangerous to his own reputation and 


furure pro'pects, fhould they fail, how. ~ 


ever fure he might be of meeting with 
candor from the learned, liberal, and 
ingenuous, who look beyond the fur- 
hacer

VINCE raifing the fiege of Quebec (fee 
p. 257) it appears; that the King’s 
troops have not been ina¢tive. By a let- 
ter from Gen. Carleton to Lord George 
Germaine, dated on board the Maria, of 
pofite St. Ann’s, May 25, the General 
acquaints his Lordthip, that he has juft 
received an account from Capt. Forfter, 
that he, with a detachment of the 8th re- 
giment, fome Canadians, and a number 
of Indians, had takena fort at the Cedars, 
two pieces of cannon, and 390 rebels 
prifoners at difcretion, And that Mefirs. 
Lorimer and Montigny had attacked and 
defeated likewife a party of 120 rebels in 
paling from the ifland of Montreal to 
Kinehin, He adds, that the rebels are 
{till numerous in the province, and talk 
of large reinforcements. 

Lieut. Fooks, who failed from Quebec 
on the 26th of May, gives an account, 
that before his departure fome Indians 
had arrived from the Cedars, about eight 
leagues from Montreal, who informed 
them that the Indians of the weftern con- 
federacy were in motion tojoin the King’s 
Aroops, and that a very large body of them 
were within three days march of the 
Cedars. He adds that the fame night he 


left Quebec he met the tranfports with the 
Brjtith regiments from Ireland, and had 
no doubt of their arriving at Quebec the 
next morning ; and that on his arrival at 
the ifle of Coudre the 28th, he found the 
tranfports with the Brunfwick troops at 
anchor, waiting the return of the tide, in 


order to proceed to agg the wind 
being then unfavourable, He fuppofes 
that General Burgoyne landed at Quebee 
in the evening of the 26th of May. 

Commodore Hotham, with the firft 

. divifion of Heffian troops, was well or the 
sth inftant, in lat. 44, 57. N. and long, 
30:12° W. from the Lizard, with all his 
convey, except the Malaga Brig which had 
parted company in a gale of wind the 26th 
of May. 

From thefe authentic advices, the pub- 
lic has reafon toexpect news of the greateft 
importance in a few weeks, General 
Carleton in proceeding up the river St, 
Lawrence has, no doubt, the re-taking of 
Montreal for his objeét; which probably 
will be abandoned before his approach. 
The rapid:progrefs the Provincials made 
in taking St. John’s, Chamblee, and Mon- 
treal, will yield them but {mall grounds of 
triumph, as they muft now be all as rapidly 
deferted,. Crown-point and Ticonderoga 
they will certainly endeavour to maintain,

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their Commiffion. Every friend to his 
country will join with us in withing that 
the terms may be fuch as not only to put 
a’ period to the prefent troubles, but to re- 
move all jealoufy, and to reftore ‘mutual 
confidence and mutual harmony for’ the:

In the mean time captures increafe in 
almoft every quarter. More than 70 A- 
merican hips have been made prizes of in 
the Weft-Indies, and a much larger num- 
ber on the coaft of America. 

To balance thefe lofles, they boaft of

day taken prifoner. In this furious onfet 
about 30 of the a army were killed 
and wounded, and only two wounded on 
the part of the conquero%s, one of whom 
is fince dead, 

This Tory army, aSit is called, appears 
to have been a vompany of Highlanders, 
haftily drawn together by two Scotch 
officers, Meff.M‘Donaldand M‘Cleod,who 
having paffed through Newburn the latter 
end of laft year, were fufpected of fome 
finifter defigns, and queftioned by the 
Provincials concerning their bufinefs, who 
pretended they were officers wounded at 
Bunker’s-Hill, and had left the army with 
a defign to fettle among their friends. But - 
being privately fupplied with a quantity of 
arms and ammunition, they were readily 
joined by their countrymen, who imagined 
they could eafily reduce the whole pro- 
vince. to the. King’s obedience; but ‘one 
of thefe officers being killed, and the other 
taken prifoner, finding themfelves without 
a leader, they as fuddenly quitted the field 
as they had haftily been le@ into it. The 
conquerors boaft tohave taken on this oc- 
cafion, 350 guns and hot bags, 150 fwords 
and dirks,-1500 rifles, and two medicine

In the neighbourhood of Bar-le-duc, 
in Lorrain, a prodigious Fall of rain laid 
99 houfes in.the village of Tremon under 
water, 17 of which were fwept away by 
the violence of the torrent.

I T has been for fome time fafhionable to make moft parts of: learning 

affume the form of a Diétionary. The learned Hofman’s Lexicon 
Universare, as it was the firft, fo probably it was the beft of its kind. 
This excellent work was comprifed in four volumes fokio, and gave a ‘fa- 
tisfactory account of all perfons and places remarkable in ancient: or 
modern Hiftory. To him fucceeded Moreri, on a more enlarged plan 5 
and fince that time the French have publithed Dictionaries in every Art 
and Science whatever; Hifterical Di@tionaries, Geographical, Natural, 
Mathematical, and Medica] Diétionaries. ‘They have moulded the Belles 
Lettres into this form, and have even given an alphabetical method to their 
very Jeft-books. 

Ttis eafy however to fee that moft of thefe attempts are rather whimfi- 
eal than ufeful ;. that fome fubjects are unfit to be thrown into that orders 
and that in many, the materials are fo injudicioufly combined, that the 
reader fcarce knows what to look for. Mankind therefore are now be- 
ginning to reject this Method of inftruétion, which they have feen fo fre- 
quently abufed ; and it is time that Dictionaries fhould recur to their firft 
manner, and dwell upon thefe fubjects to which they are beft adapted. 

In all thofe Sciences where the parts are conneéted, or naturally grow 
out of each other, teaching by the defultory alphabetical method is highly 
improper and erroneous. How little of a mathematical propofition can 
be known by him who fees it detached from all others upom which it de- 
pends, in a Dictionary ; what a confufed {yftem of Ethics or Theology 
mutt that reader have, whe direéts his reafoning by the letters of the al- 
phabet! The fubjetts therefore proper for a Dittionary are fuch as confit 
of many parts, and thefe parts entirely independent of each other; confe+ 
quently, next to Languages, in which all the world is agreed on the ne- 
ceffity of Dictionaries, Geography and Biography claim. the foremoft 
plase. Thefe were the fubjeéts which originally formed the bulk of our 
—— beft Dictionaries, till caprice and fafhion began to pervert 

eir utility. 

Convinced therefore of the ufefulnefs of Diétionaries on fome fubjeas, 
as well as of their futility in others; after mature deliberation, we have 
ventured to offer the public a work of this kind, in the manner of Hofman, 
who may be confidered ‘as the father of the art. He faw the natural affi- 
nity between-Geography and Biography, and united both in his laborious 
compilation. Thefe two parts oF inarhiog promote each other, and mu- 
tually excite the reader’s a Every country is famous for remark- 
able men ; he who knows the place defires to know the inhabitant, and. 
he who is acquainted with the inhabitant defires information of the place 
of his birth. Alterius fic altera “na opem &S conjurat amice. 

We have comprifed this Work which we now offer the public in two 
volumes folio, which we eonceive to be a mean between the oppofite ex- 


temes,

tremes, neither expenfively prolix, nor triflingly minute. In it wé havé 
endeavoured to comprehend all that is ufeful in former Diétionaries of this 
kind; and as we are come later, we have added all fuch names of men 
and places as have grown into notice fince the former were written ; fo 
that, if we do not flatter ourfelves, this work will eontain-a more copious 
catalogue, as well as a more fatisfa¢tory account of perfons and places than 
has hitherto appeared in any former compilation. Curiofity is fafhionably 
tranfient ; the topics which were ardently purfued a century ago, are now 
totally neglected ; by retrenching therefore fuch long forgotten {uperfluities, 
we have made room to infert what is more adapted to modern learning, 
and what comes more immediately home to our prefent fituation. 

We are therefore confident in offering this on though not as the moft 
extended, yet as the moft comprehenfive Dictionary of this kind ever yet 
publifhed. It contains a defcription of places, and an hiftory of men who 
contributed to render thofe places famous. In the former we have intro- 
duced whatever is curious or ufeful in Geography ; in the latter almoft all 
that.is worth knowing in Biography. To pretend to infert all that is 
known on thefe fubjects would be as imprudent as it would be impofiible ; 
hundreds of volumes would not be fufficient even for the names of fuch .as 
have been at one time or other known in Hiftory ; the reader therefore 
mut rely on our judgment for the feleétion, and we hope to be found 
ikilful in the choice. 

In the general furvey of mankind no country nor no tribe, how bar- 
barous foever, has been wilfully omitted. Wherever we have found men 
confpicuous from their virtues, their abilities, their ftation, or their guilt, 
we have taken care to enroll them either as objetts to allure us. with their 
fuccefs, or to deter us by their example. Thus we have not.enly made 
mention of Chinefe Monarchs, and Philofophers, but alfo thofe of Egypt 
or Arabia: as we have attempted to make our work the repofitory of fame, 
the merit of every country has a right to.an apartment. 

But it is chiefly in the Hiftory of our own country that we have endea- 
voured to be more than ufually copious. The perfons and things neareft us 
are always to us at leaft the moft important, .Our own commerce, our.own 
cities, and our own heroes, deferve our firft and longeft attention. That 
attention we have given them, and upon that, we ground no {mall part of 
thofe advantages we boatt of poffefling above. other works of this nature. 
As Demofthenes has faid upon a fimilar occafion, ‘‘ It is fit to praife the 
Athenians among the Athenians.” , 

In. a-work obvioufly ufeful, let us avoid the fuperfluity ‘of profeffion ; 
it will be fufficient to obferve, that our Dictionary will ferve as an ufeful 
index to the {cholar, and perhaps as a competent geographical and biogra- 
phical library to fuch as have not the ambition to adorn themfelves with 
the trophies of more profound literature. “However fome may affect to 
defpife. our humble labour, -and to confider the makers. of Dittionaries 
rather-as drudges than candidates for fame, yet we cannot wholly -relin- 
quith theclaim. We have a right to expeét fome applaufe for our dili- 
gence and perfeverance ; we expect more for our judgment in feleftion and 
lopping off what was barren or exuberant in others; we hope that in 

oint of ftyle or fimplicity of narration we have not been totally deficient. 
‘As for the reft, we rely on the reader’s candour, and we truft: that where 
he-cannot praife, at leat he will be inclined to pardon.
